ARE SEIZED IN QUEBEC. 


Plan Laid in United States May 


Take Prisoners to Montreal 
to Face Extradition 
Hearing. 


Montreal, Que., May 15.—[ Special. I—Selzed 
forcibly in Quebec, Colonel John F. Gaynoz 
and Captain W. D. Greene, the United States 
fugitives, are on their way here on a speedy 
tug in the custody of local detectives, acting 
under direction of United States officers. The 
officers have eluded pursuers, who used a 
special train, as well as two steamers in the 
chase. 

This race on the St. Lawrence River, in 
which the officers and lawyers from Quebec 
already have admitted defeat, is the culmi- 
nation of an attempt to have the two men 
face extradition proceedings in this city. 
The friends of Greene and Gaynor have se- 
cured habeas corpus writs and will make 
another attempt to return them to Quebec 
for trial. 


Pursuers Once Near Victory. 


At one time during today’s race victory 
seemed near for the pursuers. A special 
train took the officers to Three Rivers, half 
way between Quebec and this city, before 
the tug Spray, on which the prisoners were 
held, reached that place. A ferryboat was 
secured and an attempt made to head off 
the little craft, but it was vain and the 
Montreal party’s tug soon was in the lead, 
with the distance between it and the ferry 
increasing rapidly. 5 

Detectives from the United States are be- 
hind the move which resulted in the excit- 
ing events of today. Since Greene and Gay- 
nor jumped their bail bonds at Savannah, 
Ga., where they were under indictment for 
frauds against the United States govern- 
ment, officers have been watching them. 
They were involved in the case for which 
Captain Oberlin M. Carter is serving a 
term in federal prison and in which over 
$2,000,000 was said to have been stolen. It 
was decided the chances for success in ex- 
tradition proceedings would be better in this 
city than in Quebec, where the men have 
been stopping and where they had engaged 
counsel to defend them. 


Daring Move by Detectives. 

Knowing there would be opposition by the 
men to coming here for trial, the United 
States officers, with the local authorities, de- 
cided on a daring move, which, while done 
under legal warrant, had much the sem- 
blance of kidnaping. 

The arrest of Greene and Gaynor and the 
manner in which it was accomplished caused 
considerable excitement in the city, where 
both men have become well known. 

When the two Americans first arrived in 
Quebec they were followed by two men, 
also from the United States, who registered 
at the Chateau Frontenac. Their move- 
ments led the hotel employés to believe that 
they were detectives sent here to watch 
Greene and Gaynor. It now develops that 
one of these men is Detective Burke of Flor- 


ida. 
Lie in Wait for Fugitives. 

This morning Mr. McAlaster, a prominent 
lawyer of Montreal, who, it is rumored, is 
engaged by the prosecution, arrived in Que- 
bec from Montreal. On the same boat with 
him were six detectives, including Chief Car- 
penter of Montreal. They were met at the 
wharf on their arrival by Detective Burke. 

At 10:30 a well-dressed man engaged a 
cabman by the hour and instructed him to 
wait near the postoffice. Soon afterward 
Burke, with another cab, arrived. Burke 
and two other men who came up walked 
toward the Chateau Frontenac, which is 
near by. 

In the meantime Mr. Greene had entered 
the postoffice, as was his daily custom. He 
came out by the main door. Two strangers 
who had been in waiting in a store near by 
trossed the street, and one of them, placing 
his hand on Greene's shoulder, pulled a 
document from his pocket and asked him to 
enter the first cab. Greene was heard to 
say: Wait a minute until lseea friend,“ 
but this was denied him, and the three de- 
tectives and Greene entered the cab and 
were driven to the wharf. 


Gaynor Taken in His Hotel. 


While the arrest of Greene was being ac- 
complished, Burke and the other detectives 
went to the Chateau Frontenac. Colonel 
Gaynor was standing at the clerk's desk 
when they entered. The three detectives 
walked up to Gaynor, one taking hold of his 
right arm and the other his left, while Burke 
produced a legal paper. Colonel Gaynor 
asked permission to get his overcoat, but 
he was not allowed to do so, and the four 
hurried gut to the cab and started for the 
wharf at a rapid pace. 

These proceedings occupied about twenty 
minutes. The hotel people notified Colonel 
Gaynor’s counsel of what had happened. 
The Attorney General's department and 
Judge Chauveau were notified, and they in 
turn asked the police to investigate the mat- 
ter. 

Half an hour after the departure of the 
Spray another tug was engaged by Mrs. 
Gaynor. She went on board with Detective 
Walsh. The pursuit of the Spray was given 
up at Cape Rouge, eight miles from the city. 
The Spray was then almost out of sight down 
the river. 

Upon the return of Mrs. Gaynor to the city 
the lawyers in the case had a short consu!ta- 
tion with her, and immediately two petitions 
for habeas corpus, ordering the return of 
Gaynor and Greene to Quebec, were pre- 
pared, and two orders were signed to that 
effect by Judge Andrews in the Superior 


Court. 
Follow Tug in Railway Train 

In the meantime four members of the pro- 
vincial police left by a special Canadian Pa- 
cific railroad train for Three Rivers with or- 
ders to secure a tug there and try to inter- 
cept the Spray. The latter town is ninety 
miles from Quebec. 

The Spray reached Three Rivers at 7:15 
o'clock this evening under a full head of 
steam. The two Quebec policemen and two 
detectives, who had arrived by special train 
at 3 o’clock, went to the wharf and remained 
there in waiting for the Spray. They held 
the ferry boat Glacial in readiness to go out 
into the stream when the Spray hove in 
sight. Suddenly the looked-for tug ap- 
peared and the ferry turned out into mid- 
stream, but the fleet little tug was plowing 
through the waves at a rapid speed, and be-

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CAR MEN CHASE FOREMAN 


BARN BOSS RUNS FOR HIS LIFE 
FROM EMPLOYES. 


Thomas C. Riedy, with Other Repre- 
sentatives of Union Traction Com- 
pany, Attends Mass-Meeting and Is 
Pursued by Angry Crowd — Seeks 
Safety in Store Basement and De- 
mands Police Protection—Gompers 
to Come and Heip Organization. 


The disheveled figure of a man, pleading 
for help and protection from a pursuing 
crowd of excited street car men, caused ex- 
citement last night at the National store, 
Ashland and Milwaukee avenue. With 
frightened face and disarranged apparel, he 
fled through the store crying for assistance. 

“Somebody wants to kill me,“ he cried, 
plunging down the stairs leading to the base- 
ment of the store and carrying with him two 
clerks who were ascending to th® first floor, 
their arms filled with boxes of hats. 

“Stop the maniac,” cried the men in the 
store, while women fied down the long aisles 
and screamed. 

The frightened individual was Barn Fore- 
man Thomas J. Riedy of the Madison street 
and Fortieth avenue barn. He had aroused 
the wrath of the street car men, who be- 
lieved he came for the purpose of spying 
upon and intimidating them from attending 
the meeting in the interests of the new union 
at Aurora Turner Hall, Ashland avenue and 
Division streets. 


Give Chase to Foreman. 


The men had become incensed by the pres- 
ence of numerous representatives of the 
Union Traction company, so when Riedy ap- 
peared they gave chase. Down Ashland ave- 
nue, toward Milwaukee avenue, he sped, 
with a howling gang at his heels. Turning 
quickly, he disappeared in the door of The 
National. The door locked bebind him, and 
his pursuers ran down Milwaukee avenue 
to the Division street entrance, while Riedy 
searched frantically for a hiding place. De- 
tective Henning of the Rawson Street Sta- 
tion joined in the wild chase, and it was a 
close race between him and the street car 
men to the southwest door of the store. Hen- 
ning won and the door was closed against 
the crowd, which stood about the entrance, 
hardly knowing what was the trouble. 

Simon Klee, one of the proprietors, and 
Clerk Alten, who were in the basemept, saw 
Riedy come dashing down the staifs. He 
ran so rapidly that they could not follow 
him, and it was impossible to tell where he 
stopped. Manager Summers appealed to 
Detective Henning to come in and aid them, 
and Henning found Riedy concealed in a pile 
of trunks. He was escortéd to the head of 
the stairs, but he refused to leave the store 
without more protection than could be af- 
forded him by the detective. Sergeant Rea- 
gan of the Rawson Street Station was sum- 
moned, but still Riedy declined to leave. 

* They'll kill me; they'll kill me, he cried. 

O., come on,” responded the sergeant. 
What do you suppose we are here for? 


Asks for Police Protection. 


All the appeals and threats of the police 


and the proprietors of the store could not 
induce Reidy to leave the store until Ser- 
geant Reagan called a patrol] wagon. He 
was followed to the wagon by. the crowdand 
pursued by cries of “ Reidy, you cur,” and 
** You're a cOward,” as he was borne from 
the scene. 

“I didn’t know what I was getting into,“ 
he said. The first thing I knew a howling 
mob was after me, and, believing I was about 
to be killed, I fled into the store. I went 
there to tell Foreman Westfall of the Divis- 
ion street barn to come away and not to 
spy on the — 55 

Foreman Réidy was not the only repre- 
sentative of the company chased away by 
the men. Earlier in the evening Foreman 
John Holland of the Clybourn place barn 
ran across Milwaukee avenue at Ashland 
avenue pursued by a swarm of men. He fled 
so rapidly that they were unable to over- 
take him. 


Company’s Representatives Present. 

A large meeting of the employés of the 
Union Traction company and the elevated 
railroads was expected. When time for 
the meeting came, however, Aurora Turner 
Hall was surrounded by superintendents 
and barn foremen. These clustered around 
the four corners of Ashland avenue and 
Division street and at Ashland and Mil- 
waukee avenues. Organizer George H. 
Shoaf appealed to the superintendents and 
foremen to disperse and leave the men 
alone. They refused to pay any attention 
to him and a discharged car man interrupt- 
ed to heap reproaches upon his former em- 
ployers for seeking to intimidate the men. 
He called the bosses scoundrels and 
dogs. 

O, what's the use of talking like that,“ 
answered one. We have to earn our liv- 
ing.“ 

As the car men began to assemble the 
superintendents and foremen dispersed. 
Murmurings of discontent advised them of 
their danger and they soon had left the 
men to hold their meeting in peace. The 
object of their presence, however, had been 
accomplished; as the employés had been 
frightened away, only thirty-nine men en- 
tering the hall. 


Gompers Will Be Here. 

The street car men will have the assist- 
ance of President Samuel Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor for one day 
and night at least next week. President 
Gompers will pass through the city on his 
way to Denver to attend the meeting of 
the Western Federation of Miners, and is 
expected to stop over in Chicago to address 
one general meeting of the car men. 


CIRCUS TROUPE POISONED © 
BY USE OF TAINTED WATER. 


Train Sidetracked at Somerville, N. J., 
and Nearly All Employes Seriously 
Ill with Peculiar Disease, 


Somerville, N. J., May 15.—[Special.]— 
Leon Washburn's circus 's sidetracked here 
on the Jersey Central railroad, with most of 
the fifty performers and a number of can- 
vas men suffering from a malignant form 
cf poison. The circus train arrived here 
this morning from Easton, Pa. 

Most of the canvas men were found in a 
stupor in their bunks, and it was with dif- 
ficulty that enough of them were aroused to 
pitch the tent here, where two perform- 
ances were to be given today. People from 
all the countryside gathered about the tent 
tor the afternoon performance, which failed 
to come off. Several of the canvas men, 
who had collapsed while at work, were lying 
about the grounds. 

The faces of two of the men were covered 
with an eruption, and a report was started 
that they had the smallpox. This caused a 
stampede, and the crowd fled in all direc- 
tions. 

Physicians visited the circus train and 
gave medical aid to the performers. Some 
cf them were critically ini with symptoms of 
arsenical poisoning. Proprietor Washburn 
believed his people were poisoned by drink- 
ing water at Morristown, N. J., which was 
carried to the circus by boys, who dipped 
it from a stream said to contain dye from 
woolen mills.

Hazleton, Pa., May 15.—The anthracite 
mine workers in convention late this after- 
noon decided to continue the strike of the 
145,000 men against the mine owners and 
to fight it out to the bitter end. 

The matter of calling out the engineers, 
firemen, and pumprunners will be decided by 
the delegates tomorrow. 

The vote to continue the suspension was 
as follows: Total vote cast, 811; for strike, 
461%; against strike, 349%; majority for 
strike, 111% President Mitchell, however, 
in compliance with the rules of the United 
Mine Workers announced to the public that 
the action of the convention was unanimous, 


Fight Is a Serious One. 

The step taken today by the miners after 
practically considering the matter for two 
months has wiped out the uncertainty of 
the situation, and it is freely predicted that 
the most serious labor struggle in the his- 
tory of the country, if not the world, is about 
to begin. That is the view taken by nearly 
every miner. 

While the leaders are cautious and will 
not forecast their actions, it is not unlikely 
that the miners’ fight will be carried into 
the bituminous coal regions and into other 
fields of industry. Mine workers for eight- 
een months have been looking forward to 
the strike that is now upon them. They 
have saved their money and are considered 
to be in better shape today fora fight than 
they were in the great strike of 1900. That 
struggle ended in the mine owners giving 
the men a 10 per cent advance after six 
weeks’ suspension. 

The operators are on record as being 
unalterably opposed to granting the men 
any concessions, and they have personally 
informed the mine workers’ leaders of that 


Mitchell Advises Peace. 

President Mitchell’s advice to the miners 
was peace, and he gave it to them in the 
plainest and most forceful of language. He 
was ably. assisted by President Fahy and 
Secretary Hartlein of the lower district and 
Secretary Dempsey of the upper territory. 

President Nicholls of the first district was 
the great champion of the strike advocates. 
Mr. Mitchell, who was the last to speak, 
was listened to with the greatest attention. 


Excitement During Voting. 

It is said that a telegram was read from 
the American Federation of Labor against 
a permanent suspension. But the delegates 
would not listen, and amid considerable sup- 
pressed excitement the vote was taken. For 
a time it looked as though the peace advo- 
cates would win, but when delegation after 
delegation from the lower district, the last 
to be called, answered yes it was seen 
that the men who favored a fight had won. 
The result was reecived by the convention 
with applause, which, however, was not 
enthusiastic or prolonged. The men appre- 
‘ciated the seriousness of their decision, which 
no doubt dampened their ardor. 


Other Men May Follow. 

The proposition to call out the engineers, 
firemen, and pump runners was separated 
from the main question early in the discus- 
sion, which began shortly after the conven- 
tion met this morning. There was an almost 
equal division in this matter, and the de- 
bate became so involved that it was decided 
to consider that phase of the question sep- 
arately. The men, having thrown down the 
gauntlet to their employers, have taken re- 
newed courage, and it would not be surpris- 
ing if the convention tomorrow decided to 
call out the other employés referred to. 


Would Be Costly to Mines. 

The niers insist that nearly all the en- 
gineers, firemen, and pump runners belong 
to their organization, and say that they can 
get them all to quit if they want to. In the 
event that this is brought about it would 
do incalculable damage to the mines through 
flooding, unless the companies can succeed 
in filling the men’s places. 

The question of where the strike head- 
quarters will be established has not been 
decided upon, but Wilkesbarre will in all 
probability be selected. President Mitchell 
will remain here until Saturday or Sunday 
if Hazleton is not selected. 


Mitchell Gives the News. 

President Mitchell announced that the del- 
‘egates should remain in the hall until he 
had announced the result to the waiting 
crowd. When he appeared at the front door 
there was a great rush at him, but he would 
not open his mouth until all the correspond- 
ents had been assembled around him. 

A great cheer was given by the miners 
when the national leader finally shouted the 
result, and the wild rush for telephones and 
telegraph wires ensued. Hazieton and sur- 
rounding towns are tonight celebrating the 
inauguration of the permanent strike by 
giving parades. 

Sad Day in Wilkesbarre. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., May 15.—Idle miners and 
laborers thronged the streets of this city 
and adjoining towns all day today, anxiously 
awaiting news from the Hazleton conven- 
tion. When the word finally came this even- 
ing that the representatives of the under- 
ground workers had voted to continue the 
strike, the men dispersed to their homes, 
many of them wearing 4 look of anxiety if 
not actual distress. They knew that the 
last hope was gone and that probably a long 
period of idleness was before them. 

The individual operators in this section 
do not look for a prolonged strike. They 
think the strikers are not prepared for a 
long period of idleness, and that when hun- 
ger comes the foreign element will make a 
rush to get back to work and that will finish 
the strike.

CLIMBS A HILL, 


METROPOLITAN MOTOR RUNS UP 
A RISING “LIFT” SPAN, 


Accident at Van Buren Street Causes 
a Panic Among the Passengers, 
Who Fear Coaches Will Plange Into 
River—Headway Is Lost on "Steep 
Incline and Piatforms Are Crushed 
~Employe Said te Have Ignored 
Danger Signals. 


An acrobatically inclined train on the 
Logan Square branch of the Metropolitan 
L“ tried to climb up the litt bridge at Van 
Buren street at 5:30 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon as the structure was being raised to 
allow a boat to pass. 

The train rose, some distance, to the 
great alarm of the hundreds or more 
passengers, then lost headway and slid back, 
wrecking two platforms. As the shaken and 
terrified people sprang to their feet the 
motor car jumped the track and came toa 
stop on the ties with a crash that throw 
several passengers to the floor. Then the 
car balked, and traffic on the elevated road 
and tn the river was tied up for a half hour, 
while a wrecking crew struggled to replace 
the coach on the rails. 

Had the car been out-bound and crowded 
the accident might have resulted in a fatal 
panic and persons on the smashed platforms 
hardly could have escaped injury. The 
passengers rushed for the doors, but the 
guards were able to keep them on the cars 
till headway was lost. Then the terrified 
ones cautiously counted the ties to the 
Canal street station and got to solid earth 
as quickly as they could, That the train 
did not plunge from the structure was a 
surprise to spectators and passengers alike. 


Rushes on Opening Bridge. 


The innocent cause of the train’s unseem- 
ly behavior (it was the first accident of the 
kind in Chicago) was the lumber barge F.

To him it seemed as if the four cars must 
plunge: into the river, and he ordered his 
crew to stand by to rescue the passengers. 
But after what seemed an hour the train 
came to a stop and then rolled back out of 
danger. 

Blames the Motorman. 

Although there has not been time for the 
company to hold an investigation, it would 
appear that the motorman ran by the dan- 
ger signal, which showed that the bridge 
was open,” said Frank M. Brinckerhoff, a 
company engineer, last evening.

LORD PAUNCEFOTE IS WORSE. 


British Ambassador Abandons Con- 
templated Journey to England for 
the Coronation. 


Washington, D. C., May 15.—[ Special.] — 
Grave apprehensions are felt here over the 
continued serious condition of Lord Paunce- 
fote, the British Ambassador, and the pas- 
sage engaged for England on May 20 has 
been canceled. 

Lord Pauncefote has been growing grad- 
ually worse for some weeks past, but main- 
tained that he would be able to reach Eng- 
land in time for the coronation. Giving up, 
not only his own passage, but that of every 
member of his family, gives his illness a 
graver aspect than ever before. ‘ 

The Ambassador is now under the 
care of physicians, and three trained male 
nurses are in constant attendance upon him. 
He is unable to help himself in any way 
whatever, and has to be lifted and cared for 
like a child. His anxiety to attend the coro- 
nation of King Edward VII. has kept him 
hopeful until the last few days, when his 
failing condition, both physical and mental, 
caused not only the Ambassador but his fam- 
ily to abandon the hope of reaching England 
for some weeks. 

Hope of Lord Pauncefote’s recovery is 
practically abandoned by his friends, and his 
condition grows constantly more grave. His 
age is against him, he being 74 years old. 

Lord Pauncefote ig resting more comforta- 
bly tonight, and there are hopes of a tem- 
porary betterment of his condition by morn- 


ing.

After a Week’s Constant Activity

FORT DE FRANCE, . May 15.—Several 
small islands near Martinique have been 
entirely. swallowed up by the sea since the 
great eruption of Mont Pelee on May . 
Martinique is daily shaken by earthquake 


rumblings. There was a landslide near 


Le Precheur today which engulfed planta- 
tions and several houses. Scientists here 
predict greater disasters. The greatest un- 
easiness prevails.

St. Thomas, D. W. I., May 15.—Advices 
from St. Vincent indicate that it is impossible 
to get nearer than eight miles to the new 
crater that has appeared in the volcano on 
the Island of St. Vincent. 

The old crater was filled by a lake, but 
this has disappeared, having either sunk 
into the bowels of the mountain or been 
blown in the shape of steam and scalding 
water over the surrounding country, 

Scientists who have reached -the island 
from Trinidad predict a more serious vol- 
canic eruption within a short time. | 


Inhabitants Are Uneasy. 4 

The damage done to St. Vincent by the pres- 
ent volcanic eruptions is now known to be 
considerably greater than was at first es- 
timated. The present uneasiness of the in- 
habitants of the island is increased by the 
continuous agitation of the volcanic craters. 

The fissures that have appeared on the 
sides of the volcano’ continue to throw out 
hot vapor. Subterranean noises are heard 
miles from the mountain, and the trembling 
of the earth indicates the possibility of fur- 
ther discharges. = 

On Friday morning, 
and volcanic dust fell in the neighborhood 
of Georgetown for two hours, terrifying the 
people there. A cloud of hot vapor then 
passed over that part. Two eruptions of Its 
magnitude than the first occurred on Satur- 
day, May 10, and from then until today fire 
and smoke have been constantly ascending. 


Interesting Physical Changes. 
Interesting discoveries. have been made re- 
garding physical changes on St. Vincent re 
sulting from the eruptions. Several fissures 
have been observed on La Soufriere. The 
estate of Walibou has disappeared and has 
been replaced by an inlet of the sea. Rich- 
mond, an estate adjacent to Walibou, which 
was formerly flat and upon which there 
were several laborers’ cottages, has been 
completely burned, and out of the estate 
there now arises a large ridge of ground. it 
is believed that the Rabacci crater, in the 
Windward district of the island, has also 
erupted. 

From a distance Ig Soufriere, although 
less violent, still wears a cap of dark clouds, 
which is lumined every now and then by 
flashes of red light. / 


Mist Over Whole Island. 

The whole island is covered with a peculiar 
mist, and the atmosphere is charged with 
noxious vapors, which have the effect of 
increasing the sickness among the people, 
An ambulance and medical assistance have 
arrived from Barbados. The poorer classes 
from the afflicted district are now threatened 
with starvation, though the government is 


feeding 3,000 of them and giving them shel- 


ter, Among the many victims of the disaster 
are almost all of the Carib colony, who 
lived in the devastated part of the island. 


Bodies Remain Unburied. 

Many of the bodies of those who lost their 
lives have now remained unburied so long 
that decomposition has set in, and the odor 
is sO overpowering that many of the search- 
ing parties have been compelled to abandon 
theifywork. 

In other cases those engaged in burying 
the dead refuse to handle the bodies. Con- 
sequently ropes are tied to them and they 
are either dragged to trenches and there in- 
terred or are placed upon impromptu funeral 
pyres and burned as speedily as possible. 

Volcanic dust fell at Kingstown again yes- 


terday. 
Sugar Estates Destroyed. 

Owing to the destruction of several es 
tates the sugar and arrow-root industries of 
St .Vincent are seriously injured. Destitu- 
tion prevails among the laboring classes, 
who are without homes, without clothes, and 
hungry. Nearly 2,000 deaths on the island 
have been reported. Bodies have been dis- 
coveted in houses in Hfelike attitudes, pre- 
senting grewsome spectacies. There are de- 
composed bodies in many houses, and, in 
order to guard against disease, it will prob- 
ably be necessary for the authorities to burn 
these dweiling. Owing to the many difficul- 
ties in the way of those who have the matter 
in hand hundreds of bodies have not yet been 


ingerred. 

i Food Supply Is Short. 

As wide areas of ground which formerly 
produced foodstuffs have been devastated, 
there is today an abnormal demand for 
breadstuffs and a. consequent scarcity of 
food: supplies. The prices on food are ad- 
vancing. The destruction of the live stock 
of the island has also caused a rise in the 
price of meat. 

A British warship has arrived at St. Vin- 
cent from Trinidad bringing provisions for 
the relief of the sufferers. é' 


St. Pierre Easier of Access. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
FORT DE FRANCE, May 15.—The ap- 
proach to St. Pierre is easier. The fires ip 
the wrecked buildings of the city are exe 
tinguished and representatives of the com- 
mercial houses from Fort de France are 
digging in the débris of houses and stores 
in search of documents and valuables. 

The town is a mass of indescribable ruing, 

hich, bear a striking resemblance to those 
of Pompeii. In the lower part of the town, 
called Le Mouillage,” the outlines of the. 
streets can be made out, and in places here 
and there are stretches of walis of houses 
several yards long which are still erect, bug 
battered and crushed in at the top. 

The number of the victims is so great in 
places that in the great heaps of commingled 
dead identification of individuals is difficult, 
The deadly odor of the putrefying bodies 
makes the work of handling them not only 
horribly offensive but dangerous to the 
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| torestablish the identity Of the dead bodies 


searchers as well. Thus far 2,000 bodies 
have been found and disentangled from the 
ruins. Of these 592 have been buried. 

A noticeable thing is that petroleum does 
not catch fire when it is thrown on the bodies. 

On the ground floor room of the hospital 
thereis a mass of twisted iron beds to be seen, 
but no trace of fire. 


_ Enormous Puff of Gas. 


produced a great atmospheric pressure. 
| The formation of sulbphureted hydrogen 
| gas doubtless caused thousands to die of 
sheer suffocation before the fire itself 
reached them. This would explain the con- 
dition of the bodies which are covered with 
_ superficial swellings and superficial burns 
caused by the great cloud of fire which fol- 
lowed the first gust of gas from the volcano. 
After this there came a shower of stones, 
some ds large as apples and consisting of 
pumice stone. Certain bodfſes have the 
marks of wounds produced by this awful 
hail of rocks. ; 
All the dead are covered by a layer of ashes 
ranging in depth from a few inches to a foot 
or more. 


Describes the Catastrophe. 

An inhabitant of Morne Rouge, a town of 

_ 600 inhabitants, seven kilometers from St. 

_ Pierre, who was watching the volcano at the 
moment of the catastrophe, says that there 
were seven luminous points on the volcano’s 

side just before it burst. 

_ He says that all about him when the ex- 
plosion came there was a terrible suction of 
air which seemed to be dragging him ir- 

resistibly toward the mountain in spite of all 
his resistance. The volcano then emitted-a 

_ sheet of flame which swept down toward St. 

Pierre, There was no sharp, distinct roar 
of explosion as when a great cannon is fired, 
but only awful jarring rumblings. 

He thinks that the entire outburst that did 

all the work of havoc did not last more than 
thirty seconds. Then there was complete 
darkness for ten minutes, caused by the 
dense volumes of sulphurous smoke and 

_ Clouds of dust and shattered rocks. 


Country a Chaotic Waste. 

The entire country all about St. Pierre was 
turned into a chaotic waste. All the trees 
are either torn up by the roots or snapped 
off, and lie level with the ground. 

A few trunks of trees still standing show 
that the wave of fire stopped about 200 
meters from the suburb of Corbet. The 
houses are almost all destroyed in that 
place. 

On the Cluz estate, near St. Pierre, a few 
buildings are untouched. Those who were 
in them, however, were all found dead. 
They had been suffocated, but were not 
disfigured, and the identity of each one of 
them was easily made out. 

The body of an old man was found lying by 
a carriage, to which a pair of dead horses 
were harnessed. The old man was stil] 
holding the reins in his hand, as though 
about to get in the carriage when stricken 
down. A boy lay dead by his side. The 
features of both were calm. Inside te. 
house, and behind a parlor door, was the 
body of a young girl.

Heaps of Melted Silver, 

Tn the streets of St. Pierre heaps of melted 
copper and of silver have been found. In 
the neighborhood of the telegraph office the 
instruments were found, but some of them 
had been hurled to a distance of fifty yards. 

The metal of the instruments was melted, 


but the instruments themselves could be 
recognized. 


During the greater part of the day on May 

10 Mont Pelee was for some time free 
from smoke. Not a trace apparently was 
left on the slope of the mountain toward 
Pierre of the avalanche of fire that had 
swept down it. 


On the other hand, ou the slope toward 
Basse Point, the aspect was terrifying and 
threatening. A great mass of smoke hung 
over the mountain for sevéral days. 

Taking Away the Refugees. 

From Friday till Sunday the French cruiser 
Suchet, under the command of Captain Le 
Bris, and the cable ship Pouyer Quertier, 
Captain Thirion, brought from the neighbor- 
hood of Precheur and Anse Ceron 4,000 per- 
sons. Some were in a dying condition, al- 
though few showed wounds upon their per- 
sons. The courageous conduct of the Captain 
and crew of the cruiser has been much 
praised. The Danish cruiser Valkyrien took 
an active part in saving the people of Pre- 
cheur and did effective work. 

The people who have been saved have been 
distributed among the towns in the southern 
part of the island. The necessary provisions 
are being sent to them. The injured and the 
sick are in the hospital at Fort de France. 
Their sufferings are dreadful. : 


How Eighty-nine Were Saved. 
*EBighty-nine persons on board ships in the 
harbor, who were badly burned, owe their 
fives to the fact that they were able fo dive | 
and remain under water for a long time. 
They were picked’ up three miles out at 
sea. 

Today there was a landslide in the Village 
of Precheur, caused by the overflowing of 
the river, which undermined the ground and 
carried away a number of the houses in the 
village. 


7 Funerals at Fort de France. 
Today there was great solemnity in Fort 
de France, where there were imposing fu- 
neral ceremonies and prayers for the repose 
of the souls of the victims of the calamity. 
All the government authorities of the island 
were present, as well as the officers of the 

French warship Suchet, the Danish warship 
Valkyrien, the German warship Falke, and 
the United States tug Potomac. The grief 

- manifested by all present was keen. 

Fort de France has become an important 
center in Martinique because of the annihila- 

tion of St. Pierre, which was the great com- 
mercial center and the point of distribution 
of merchandise for the entire colony. Hap- 
pily the large consignments of supplies from 
the neighboring colonies, as well as the 

wealth of the relatives of the victims of the 

_ @isaster, are preventing great suffering and 

may be the means of preserving the colony. 

Numerous public meetings are being held 
for the purpose of reorganizing the financial 
gervice of the bank, of which St. Pierre was 
the cenfer. 

Many of the large stores are closed entirely 
on account of the disappearance of the city, 
which was the chief source of suppy. 


Scientists See the Danger. 

‘AA proféssor of natural sciences who is a 
memder of the Commission of Public In- 
_ ‘stitution, declared some time before the 
eruption that he feared everything from the 
Volcano. He had made an analysis of the 
matter thrown out of the mountain and said 
that he was astonished to find that silica and 

iron were mingled in the matter ejected 
’ from the volcano, which caused him to fear 
that there would be a releasing of nephritic 


gases. 

On the day of the eruption Professor Fabre, 

also @ professor of natural sciences, made 
an investigation in the neighborhood of Cor- 
pet, and saw a dense cloud of cinders and 
smoke with a reddish tint in its center, prov- 
ing that there was solid matter held in sus- 
pension. This cloud descended in great rolling 
waves upon St. Pierre. 
Many merchants and other business-men 
ere in Fort de France, as well as heads of 
the civil government, went to St. Pierre out 
of curiosity the night before the disaster, and 
were among those lost. 

Piflagers are active in and around St. 
Pierre in spite of the vigilant watch that the 
authorities are endeavoring to keep upon 
them.

AMERICA. 


That It Cannot Appropriate Money 
for Volcano Sufferers. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
LONDON, May 16, 3 a. m.—The British 
government has decided to accept the offer 
of the United States to assist the volcano 
sufferers on the Island of St. Vincent. 
The government has also decided that it 
cannot yote money to aid the sufferers on 
Martinique. It has offered to loan medical 
officers and comforts.“ 
In the House of Commons yesterday Mr. 
Dillon, Irish Nationalist, again questioned 
the government in regard to what meas- 
ures had been taken for the relief of Mar- 
tinique and St. Vincent. Mr. Dillon pointed 
out that the House of Commons had voted 
$500,000. for the relief of the victims of the 
Lisbon earthquake in 1788. 

Precedent Not. Recent Enough. 
Mr. Balfour, tha government leader, re- 
plied that he was aware of the action of the 
House in the case of the Lisbon affair, but 
the precedent was not a recent one. In re- 
gard to St. Vincent, he said the Lord Mayor 
had opened a relief fund, and Canada, 
Jamaica, the West Indies, and Mauritius 
had promised assistance. The government 
had authorized the expenditure of whatever 
sum was necessary. 
Mr. Balfour said he had acknowledged the 
sympathetic offer of the United-States gov- 
ernment to share in the work of aid and 
rescue. The Governor of the Windward 
Islands was being consulted as to how the 
offer should be accepted. 


Thanks to President Roosevelt. 


The Colonial Secretary, Mr. Chamberlain, 
tonight wrote to the Foreign office desiring 
Lord Lansdowne to accept President Roose- 
velt’s offer of assistance, and to inform Mr. 
Roosevelt that Mr. Chamberlain had cabled 
to the Governor of St. Vincent today asking 
for information as to the best method of 
utilizing the United States’ offer. Until the 
Governor’s answer is received nothing 
definite can be done. .

PARIS, May 15.—The French cruisers 
Bruix and Sureouf have been ordered to sail 
on Saturday and Sunday, respectively, with 
supplies for the inhabitants of the Island of 
Martinique.

New Tork Collects 830,000.

„ The President and the government of 
the French Republic, deeply moved by the

Little Over $100,000 Spent. 


The government already has expended a 
little over $100,000 of the available appro- 
priation of $200,000, and as much of the 
balance as necessary will be utilized. The 
administration anticipated the action of Con- 
gress in providing for the immediate relief 
of the situation with the result that the 
Sterling salled from San Juan with supplies 
within five hours from the time the appro- 
priation became available and the Dixie 
sailed from New York with additional sup- 
plies in exactly twenty-nine hours after the 
President signed the act making the appro- 
priation. 

These two vessels carry more than thirty- 
six days’ rations for 50,000 people, together 
with a proportionate amount of clothing, 
tentage, etc. 


Volcano Registers in America. 


Mr. Otto H. Tittmann, superintendent of the 
United States Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
reports that the delicately suspended elec- 
tric needles of the two coast and geodetic 
survey magnetic observatories, the one situ- 
ated at Cheltenham, Md., sixteen miles 
southeast of Washington, and the other at 
Paldwin, Kas., seventeen miles south of 
Lawrence, were disturbed beginning at 
about the time the catastrophe at St. Pierre 
is reported to have occurred. 

The wave of fire struck St. Pierre just be- 
fore 8 o’clock a. m. on May 8, a clock being 
stopped at 7:50. The magnetic disturbance 
began at the Cheltenham observatory at a 
time corresponding to 7:53, St. Pierre local 
mean time, and at the Baldwin observatory 
at 7:55, St. Pierre time. 


VOLCANOES AND THEIR ORIGIN. 


Recent Publications by Noted Geolo- 
gists Add Interest to the Great Ca- 
lamity on Martinique. 


A recent publication by the Appletons en- 
titled A Text Book of Geology.“ by Albert 
Perry Brigham, contains this on the subject 
of volcanoes: 

Volcanoes make an immense contribu- 
tion to the surface of the lands, and add 
largely to the formation of the sea bottom 
by ejection of fragmental matter. Indeed, 
we should not think of volcanoes (and the 
same might be said of glaciers) as abnormal 
or exceptional parts of the economy of the 
earth. Such material is largely at first in 
a molten state, blown into dust and bits of 
larger size by stupendous explosions. This 
is the origin of the so-called volcanic ashes, 
which are in no sense products of combus- 
tion, but rather of intense, mechanically ap- 
plied energy. 80 great is the quantity of 
such matter that the air may be darkened 
for hundreds of miles and the surface of the 
sea covered for long distances from the seat 
of the eruption. Darkness prevailed to a 
distance of thirty-five miles from one of the 
Nicaraguan volcanoes, and twenty-four 
miles away the ash fell to a depth of ten 
feet. Dust from an Iceland volcano has 
fallen in such quantities as to be shoveled 
from the decks of ships near the Orkney and 
Shetland Islands, while in 1783 ash from the 
same source fell on Caithness, the north- 
east county of Scotland, so largely as to de- 
stroy crops. The season was remembered 
as the year of The Ashie.” 


Features of the Eruptions. 


“Tf the fragments are of the size of a pea 
and ranging to that of a walnut they are

The ejected vapor gives origin to power- 
ful rains, and the water mixes with the vol- 
canic ash, often in mud flows of considera- 
ble extent. Such mud, or the ash consolidat- 


the volcanic rock known as tufa, of which 
there are extensive formations in some vol- 
canic regions.”’ 


History of Volcanoes. 


The writer gives a concise history of Ve- 
suvius, the Hawaiian volcanoes, Kra- 


gion. As to the causes of volcanic action, the 
author says: 

No conclusive word has been spoken on 
this subject. A final conclusion may lie be- 
yond the bounds of human investigation. As 
with the glaciers of the ice age, earthquakes, 
or the origin of species, man? facts are 
known and some major conclusions cannot 
be doubted, but the ultimate cause yet lies in 
obscurity. This is not discouraging to the 
true student, but only one of many proofs of 
the limitation of our knowledge. 

Two questions must be asked: (1) What 
are the sources of the heat needed to melt 
the rocks and form the gaseous clouds of 
vast extent? (2) What is the force that ex- 
pels these materials from the crust? As re- 
gards the first, many answers have been 
given which must be set aside or at least 
appear to be inadequate. Volcanic heat has 
been thought to be a remnant of the original 
heat of the globe. But on this theory it 
would seem that vulcanism should gradually 
have declined through the ages of geological 
history. This has not been proved, and some 
facts look in the opposite direction. Others 
have thought that the heat comes from pow- 
erful chemical reactions in the deep natural 
laboratories of the earth’s crust. 


Melting Rocks Explained. 


But this cause seems insufficient for the 
melting that is accomplished. It is known 
that rocks melt and become plastic, under 
great pressure, in the presence of water and 
alkaline materials. This is called aqueo- 
igneous fusion, ‘but does not account for the 
great heat of volcanoes. All these causes 
may contribute to the result in various de- 
grees and localities. Thus, the original heat 
of the earth is believed to hold the rocks of 
the crust near the meiting point at no great 
distance below the surface. Such crushing 
as goes with mountain making may add heat 
enough of mechanical origin to cause fu- 
sion. A seemingly paradoxical theory is 
that the under rocks would melt if they were 
not under stupendous pressure, and when at 
some points this pressure is relieved in the 
succession of strains which the crust under- 
goes the rocks there pass into a molten 
state. The two theories are not inconsistent. 
At one point we have added pressure and 
added heat; at another, removal of pressure 
and lowering of the melting point. 


Cause of the Explosion. 


As to the cause of explosion, the an- 
swer is hardly more satisfactory. The sud- 
den conversion of water into steam is thought 
to have much to do with explosive eruptions, 
and the more as most volcanoes are near the 
sea. But this does not account for inland 
or quiet eruptions. Nor is it easy to see how 
enough water could reach the seat of the 
heat, either by saturation or sudden inflow. 
Chains of volcanoes, as in the Andes, corre- 
spond with lines of mountain making. A 
perfect theory must explain all these facts. 
Why are some eruptions quiet and others 
violent? Why the differences in the compo- 
sition and heat of lavas? Why should there 
be a difference of 10,000 feet in the height

Each island,“ says the au- 
thor, “is a partly submerged volcano, its 
sides, and èven the extinct crater, clothed 
with luxuriant growths. Although there 
are several outlying islands, such as Anega- | 
da, St. Martin. and St. Bartholomew, the 
real chain of volcanic isles begins with 
apair of peaks belonging to the Dutch, named 
Saba and St. Eustatius.“ = 


Mountains Blow Heads Off. 


; Israel C. Russell, professor of geology in 
the University of Michigan, has written an 
article on volcanoes. in which he says 
In extreme examples of explosive volca- 
noes the summit portion of a crater, per- 
haps several miles in circumference and sev- 
eral thousand feet high, is blown away. Sych 
an occurrence is recorded in the case of the 
voleano Caseguina, Nicaragua, in 1885. Or 
an entire mountain may disappear, being 
reduced to lapilli and dust and blown into 
the air, as in the case of Krakatoa, in the 
Strait of Sunda. in 1883. , 
The essential feature of a volcano. as 
stated above, is a tube, or conduit, leading 
from the highly heated sybcrust portion of 
the earth to the surface, through which 
molten rock is forced upward to the surface. 
The most marked variations in the process 
depend on the quantity of molten rock ex- 
truded and on the freedom of escape of the 
steam and gases contained in the lava. 
The cause of the rise of the molten rock 
in a volcano is still a matter of discussſon. 
Certain geologists contend that steam is the 
sole motive power, while others consider 
that the lava is forced to the surface owing 


to pressure on the reservoir from which it 
comes. 


Fractures.in Earth’s Crust. 
“The view perhaps most favorably enter- 
tained at present in reference to 8 
nature of volcanic eruptions is that the 
rigid outer portion of the earth becomes 
fractured, owing principally to movements 
resulting from the shrinking of the cooling 
inner mass. and that the intensely hot ma- 
terial reached by the fissures, previously 
solid owing to pressure, becomes liquid when 
pressure is relieved, and is forced to the sur- 
face. As the molten material rises it in- 
vades the water- charged rocks near the sur- 
face and acquires steam, or the gases result- 
ing from the decomposition of water, and a 
new force is added, which produces the most 
conspicuous and at times the most terrible 
phenomena accompanying eruptions. 
The recent volcanic outbreaks on Mar- 
tinſque and St. Vincent were eruptions of he 
explosive type. similar to the explosions t at 
have occurred from time to time in Vebu- 
vius. The volcanoes have been dormant for 
years, and the lava in the summit portion 
of their conduits cold and hard. Movements 
in the earth’s crust caused a fresh ascent of 
lava from deep below the surface, and the 
molten material came in contact with water 
in the rocks it invaded, and steam explosions 


resulted. 
Like Steam on Slag. 


“These explosions were similar to what 
would happen if water should be poured on 
a mass of molten slag, such as comes from 
an iron furnace. The succession of events 
recorded in hundreds of instances has been 
repeated. Although the recent eruptions 
have been disastrous on account of their 
proximity to cities and thickly inhabited 
rural districts, they appear, from the meager 
accounts available, to have been small ih in- 
tensity in comparison to many other sirillar

FORGE HEATING OF FLATS. 


HEALTH OFFICERS TO THE RES- 
CUE OF SHIVERING TENANTS. 


Acting Under Their Power to Regulate 
Matters Affecting the Lives of Citi- 
zens, They Order Landlords to Keep 
Buildings Comfortable—Many Com- 
Plaints of Suffering Due to Absence 
of Fire Since May 1—Leases Held to 
Be Faulty. — 


— 


Our landlord won't give us any heat. 
Can't you make him?“ f 

This plea from shivering tenants com- 
plaining that landlords are giving them 
“cold deals” has been coming into the 
Health department ever since May 1, and is 
increasing in strenuousness every day. The 
department has come to the rescue of the 
cold flat dwellers and is forcing the agents 
and owners to furnish heat even though the 
leases stipulate for it only to May 1. 

In each case of complaint a summary no- 
tice is being sent to the landlord telling him 
that prosecution will follow tf he does not 
heat the apartments in his building so that 
the occupants are comfortable. 

Not only the inconvenience of living in cold 
rooms is complained of, but the landlords 
are charged with being responsible for M- 
ness. In forcing them to furnish heat the 
Health department is proceeding under its 
powers to regulate matters affecting the 
lives and health of citizens. 

By the terms of most leases the landlord 
is not required to furnish heat between 
May and September. Promptly at midnight 
of April 30, it is complained, the rapacious *’ 
landlord turns off the steam heat, and there- 
after, without regard to the weather or to 
the comfort of his tenants, clings to the 
stipulations of the lease. fe 

Tenants who have sought the aid of the 
department have asserted that even their 
janitors have be _n moved to some commiser- 
ation by the conditions of.the flats and the 
discomfort of the tenants, and have tried to 
make fires. The landlord, however, in most 
cases, has balked this attempt by putting 


the fuel under lock and key. 


Cases have been reported where sickness 


has been caused by the lack of heat,“ said 


Secretary Pritchard of the department. 
One complaint was made of a house in 
which two women were lying ill and there 
was no fire. Many of the people rely entire- 
ly on the furnace or steam heat, and after 
that has been shut off are dependent on the 
mildness of the wéather. 

In every case where complaint has been 
made the department has sent out summary 
notices to the landlords, and, so far as we 
can judge, with success. At least no com- 
plaints have been made twice. 

„People are careless in signing leases. 
The arbitrary stipulation that heat shally 
not be furnished after May 1 is a foolish. 
one to agree to. Leases should be made to, 
read that heat shall be furnished whenever | 
necessary or reasonable. Some landlords 
will furnish heat after May 1 if it is needed, 
but a great many will not, and the tenant 
should protect himself.” 


WRITES TO WIFE: KILLS SELF. 


Circumstances Point to Suicide of F. W. 
Bartruff, but Family Doubts 
| This Theory. 


A few hours after writing a letter to his 
wife and chil . who are at Doylestown, 
Pa. Fourose W. Bartruff, 64 years old, was 
found dead from a bullet wound at the house 
of his son, Harry G. Bartruff, 536 North 
Normal parkway. While the manner of 
death pointed to suicide, it is not thought by 
the family the deed was premeditated, as 
the letter to his wife contained instructions 
for her to come to Chicago on Saturday. 
Mr. Bartruff had taken a revolver from his 
trunk and the weapon was discharged, the 
bullet entering his forehead. Death was in- 
stantaneous. In his clothing was found a 
eheck for $793, $36 in bills, and a gold watch.

fore the ferry reached the middle of the 
river the Spray was a hundred yards in the 
lead and gaining rapidly. 

The chase was kept up for two miles, but it 
was a hopelss race, and the ferry and officers 
returned to the city. 

The petitions for habeas corpus were 
sworn to by Mrs. Gaynor at Quebec. She 
alleges that her husband and Greene were 
taken away against their consent and with- 
out giying them time to see their counsel or 
take legal measures te prevent their arrest. 


Regular Warrant Is Issued. 

Excitement was caused in Quebec by the 
supposition that the men had been kidnaped 
without a regular warrant. However, this 
was not the case. The information and com- 
plaint is laid under the extradition act at 
the offide of Judge La Fontaine, extradition 
commissioner for the district of Montreal. 
Marion Erwin of Macon, Ga., United States 


Attorney of the Southern District of the 


State, is the complainant. 

The warrant for the arrest of Gaynor and 
a concludes with the following declara- 

on: 

“That the said Benjamin D. Green and 
John F. Gaynor are under indictments in 
the District Court of the United States for 
said eastern division of the Southern District 
of Georgia, and are fugitives from the justice 
of the United States, and are now suspected 
of being in the Dominion of Canada and 
Province of Quebec. He produces for the in- 
spection of the court certain evidence duly 
certified and proved as required by law, tend- 
ing to show the guilt of the said accused. 

„ That he knows that warrants have been 
issued in the said United States and in the 
Southern of Georgta for the arrest 
of accused: and he is informed and believes 
that the said government of the United 
States will demand the extradition of the 
said accused, Benjamin D. Greene and John 
F. Gaynor, in due course, and that there are 
reasonable grounds for supposing the said 
accused fugitives may escape during the 
time necessary to present the diplomatic 
requisition for their surrender. 


Acts for Washington Government. 


„ And deponent further says that he is a 
person duly authorized to represent the gov- 
ernment of the United States, of America 
and to act in the matter of this information 
and complaint on behalf of the Executive of 
the United States of America; and that he 
makes the foregoing complaint on informa- 
tion and belief. 

„ Wherefore, I pray for a warrant for the 
‘arrest and detention of the said Benjamin 
D. Greene and John F. Gaynor, with a view 
to their extradition from Canada to the 
United States of America under the pro- 
visions of the ‘ extradition act,’ and the trea- 
ties in relation to extradition matters in 
force between the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland and the United States of 
America.“ 

This is signed by Marion Erwin before U1- 
rie La Fontaine, Extradition Commissioner 
at Montreal. 


Plan Approved in Washington. 


The arrest of — Gaynor and Greene 
was the result of a carefully prepared and 
well matured plan devised by the United 
States government officials, acting under in- 
structions of the Department of Justice. 
Its inception dates back to the time Gayner 
and Greene left the United States and took 
up their residence in Quebec. The officials 
at Washington immediately began consid- 
eration of the question of the best meahs 
to have them extradited and taken back to 
Savannah, Ga., for trial. | 
The extradition treaty between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States was studied care- 
fully and the conclusion reached there ex- 
isted good grounds for the extradition of the 
men. To Marion Erwin, who figured prom- 
inently in the conduct of the cases at Savan- 
nah, was assigned the duty of coming to 
Canada and assisting the government in the 
attempt to secure the return of the two men 
to the United States. Considerable delay 
was occasioned by the fact that certain rec- 
ords pertaining to the case had to be for- 
warded to Canada. 


Feared Fight on Extradition. 


The Washington officials satisfied them- 
selves after a thorough investigation that 
Messrs. Gaynor and Greene felt reasonably 
secure from extradition while in Quebec 
because of local eonditions existing there. 
They feared that if the men were arrested 
in Quebec resort would be had immediately 
to habeas corpus proceedings and they would 
be released. For this reason, and in accord 
with Mr. Erwin’s views on the matter, the 
determination was reached to have the war- 
rants sworn out in Montreal and served on 
Messrs. Gaynor and Greene in Quebec, thus 
bringing the question of holding them for 
extradition before the Montreal authorities. 


Habeas Corpus Probable. 
The expectation is that when arraigned 


-here Messrs. Gaynor and Greene will en- 


deavor to secure their release by habens 
corpus proceedings. Any efforts in that line 
will be resisted vigorously by Mr. Erwin, 
who has employed a well known firm of at- 
torneys to assist him in whatever proceed- 
ings are had. The confident belief of the 
officials is that this government will be able 
to secure the extradition of the two men, 
in which case they will be taken to Savan- 
nah for trial. ‘ 

A careful perusal & the extradition treaty, 
they say, demonstrates that its provisions 
are broad enough to cover the offenses 
charged against them in the indictment. 


Wilkie Tells of Long Chase. 

In Chicago last night John E. Wilkie, Chief 
of the Federal Secret Service bureau, anx- 
iously awaited the result of the race for 
Montreal which had the custody of Colonel 
John F. Gaynor and Captain W. D. Greene 
as the prize. 

“TI guess they'll get through if the boat 
doesn’t break down or blow up,“ he said, 
“or unless the other folks catch up with 
them.“ 

On the ability of the squad of secret serv- 
ice men to reach Montreal with their pris- 
oners depended the hopes of the Federal De- 
partment of Justice of bringing the two men 
to trial for their alleged conspiracy in the 
$2,000,000 theft which sent Captain Oberlin 
M. Carter to prison, 

In Washington last night it was admitted 
that the money of Gaynor and Greene, both 
ranking near the millionaire class, had been 
used freely in Quebec to build up a bulwark 
of safety. So strong had been the influences 
used and so widely had they reached that it 
was feared the chance to secure their extra- 
dition had been headed off. This chain of 
circumstances brought the plan of getting 
the men to Montréal, which is in the same 
province as Quebec, and where magistrates 
have codrdinate authority with those of the 
more northerly city, and thus no loopholes 
for evading a hearing could be set up. 

Chief Wilkie, discussing the case last 
night, said of the fugitives: 

“This is but another chapter in a long 
chase. It was more than two years ago 
that the men were indicted for conspiracy 
to defraud the United States government. 
This indictment was returned by a federal 
jury in the Georgia judicial district. Both 
men were in New York City and efforts 
were at once made to have them sent to 
Savannah for trial. A New York Judge, 
Justice Brown, I believe, passed on the 
arguments and held that the fact of the 
indictment having been returned was not 
ground for removal. -An ex parte proceed- 
ing was begun, the government made out 
a prima facie case, and the men were re- 


turned to Savannah. Then last February |

About the time 
the couple were apprehended one was ac- 
customed to take a walk to the postoffice or 
to the Victoria; the other usually remained 
at the Frontenac Hotel, The matter was 
talked over, and it was believed that the 
best chance to make the arrest offered at 
this time. 


Two Schemes to Secure Men. 


“Five days ago Operative Taylor of the 
Washington office went to Quebec to join | 
Burke continued Chief Wilkie. ‘‘ Our men 
could not serve the papers. So, it is pre- 
sumed, the men who aided them were Ca- 
nadian officers—possibly the Dominion’ po- 
lice. Two plans had been discussed—one 
involving the use of a boat, the other of a 
special train. It was understood that the 
events of twenty-four -hours prior to the 
dash should govern which means would be 
adopted. 

“Had the special train been used it was 
planned that the men should be placed ina 
cab about twenty minutes before a regular 
train left for Montreal. The special was to 
be on a sidetrack ready to start at once. 
When the men entered the cab Burke, or the 
man in charge, was to direct the driver in a 
loud voice: ‘To the station.” Then the 
driver, having been previously instructed, 
was to turn off and drive to the waiting 
special. Had an alarm been given it was 
expected that the loudly-called instructions 
to the driver would create the belief that 
they were seeking to catch the regular train. 
Any efforts to release the men would then, 
it was planned, have brought a hurried rush 
to the regular train by his friends and coun- 
sel. In the meantime the special, pulling 
out twenty minutes ahead of the regular 
train, was to have been on the way to Mon- 
treal, with orders to make the six-hour jour- 
ney without a stop.“ 

“Did you fear habeas corpus proceedings 
might be used to release the men if the reg- 
ular train had been chosen?“ was asked. 


To Head Off Quebec Move. 


„Tes,“ was the reply, “it was thought 
that a habeas corpus writ might be in the 
hands of their attorneys, with only the ad- 
dition of the date needed to render it effec- 
tive. Even had Burke and his aids reached 
the regular train with their men they might 
have been stopped by telegraph and the 
prisoners taken from them. By using a spe- 
cial it was believed that, in the event of any 
attempt to release by this method, the officers 
could be bluffed off and the train got through 
to Montreal and the men taken before a 
magistrate before there could be any serious 


interference.“ 


„Had there ever been any idea of bring- 
ing the men direct to the United States?” 
was asked. > 

*O, no, never,” replied Chief Wilkie. 
“There was never an idea of kidnaping the 
two. All that was wanted was to get the 
two men to Montreal. 

The boat scheme had been planned in de- 
tail. It was decided that if the men could 
once be placed aboard and the boat started 
less chance of interference would be offered. 
There would be no danger of a holding up by 
telegraph. There would be a danger of a 
stern chase. But the men looked for a boat 
that could give a good answer for itself. 

In the meantime Marion Erwin, special 
United States Attorney in charge of the Sa- 
vannah frauds, which involved Captain Car- 
ter and Caynor and Green, had been prepar- 
ing the way for extradition proceedings. I 
believe the transcript of the previous pro- 
ceedings, on which demand for extradition 
will be based, cover 6,000 printed pages. Mr. 
Erwin completed the preparation of these 
documents and then went to Quebec. It was 
he who signed the warrants on which the 
two men were taken into custody.”

Pearl Gordon, 22\years old, is held at the 
Central Police Station charged with forgery 
and obtaining goods under false pretenses.

RIOTS OVER KOSHER MEAT 


— — 


FIVE HUNDRED POLICE NEEDED 
TO QUELL MOBS. 


Disturbances in East Side, New York, 
Start Early in the Day and Reach 
Formidable Climax at Women’s 
Meeting—Prices Raised by Hebrew 
Dealers Enrage Patrons—Numerous 
Arrests and Many Injuries—Further 

„ Rieting Expected. 

— 


New York, May 15.— [Special. I— The lower 
East Side of the city was the scene of an 
outbreak growing out of dissatisfaction over 
prices of kosher meat. 

Before the angry, yelling mobs that 
thronged the streets for miles had been 
quieted 500 police had been summoned to the 
neighborhood, more than a score of prison- 
ers had been taken to different stations, sev- 
eral men and women had been injured by 
missiles hurled from the mad crowds, and 
the foreign-born population for a square 
mile around Broome and Essex streets had 
been thrown into a state of excitement that 
was declared by people familiar with the 
quarter to be unprecedented in its history. 

The kosher butchers of the East Side, num- 
bering about 1,600, had abandoned their fight 
against the wholesale meat dealers and had 
raised their prices even higher than the re- 
tailers of up-town New York. The consum- 
ers of the East of the Bowery district were up 
in arms. They had shown their rage all day 
— minor cutbreaks against individual butch- 
rs. 


Mobs Begin the Trouble. 5 


When dark came on and with it a meet- 
ing of protesting women in New Irving Hall, 
which is in Broome street, near Essex, the 
disturbers of the day had their number aug. 
mented by many who had been at work 
earlier. The women's meeting was a sign 
for violence, and at 8 o’clock there had as- 
sembled outside the hall a noisy aggrega- 
tion of from 5,000 to 6,000 people. 

As the loud haranguing of the speakers 
inside the hall penetrated to the streets the 
mob seemed to take up the echo and send 
back volleys of abuse even more strenuous 
Each yell increased in violence. Back and 
forth the crowds surged. 


Policeman Is Attacked. 


A policeman on the corner was jostled 
and — his club. With a rush and a 
composité shout in as many languages as 
that part of the East Side speaks, a section 
of the mob was upon him. 

Three or four other policemen ran up. 
After a sharp struggle the attackers were 
routed, but as they withdrew down the 
side etreets it was apparent at once that 
thousands of others were fast pouring to 
their aid from every direction. The first 
onslaught on the policeman had taken place 
almost in front of the meeting hall. Now 
attacks were imminent from all th¢ streets. 
Captain Walsh sent thirty more nm to the 
scene. 

By the time the detachment reached 
Broome street the few officers around the 
hall were involved in a general fight. 


Five Hundred Called Out. 


Captain Walsh and his men had not been 
long on the scene when it was seen that 
their numbers were entirely i equate to 
cope with the situation. More men were 
called from Eldridge street finally, and the 
number of guards swelled to about 500. 
They were stationed in lines at every cross- 
ing. Inhabitants of the intervening blocks 
had to stay within doors. 

Time and again the mobs surged on, and 
were repulsed by the policemen. All the 
while missiles were being hurled from win- 
dows and house tops in the neighborhood. 
A piece of lead pipe struck a woman. Pieces 
of bricks whizzed through the air every 
now and then.

INJURED BY CAR AND ROBBED. 


Valuable Diamond Pin Taken from Man 
Who Is Rendered Unconscious 
by an Accident.

Beach says the government is unaware of 
the intentions of the Boers, but Lord Milner 
and Lord Kitchener must have some idea of 
what has been going on among the comman- 
does during the last few weeks. The south 
African winter has now commenced and the 
military men anticipate this fact will go 
a long way toward inducing the Boers to sur- 


render, 
Railway Shares Go Up.

ATTACKS KAISER’S THEOLOGY. 


Prof. Heinrici of Leipsic Takes Occasion 
to Remark Upon “ Coquetting 
with Heterodox Writers.“ 


BERLIN, May 15.—The theology of Em- 
peror William continues to cause grave dis- 
trust among the orthodox clergy. Professor 
George Heinrici of Leipsic, with a boldness 
rarely shown in state or church, deliberately 
reviewed, at the recent church conference, 
Emperor William's coquetting with hetero- 
dox writers. 

Professor Heinrici alluded to the circula- 
tion of Professor Delitasch's Babel and 
Bible with the subtitle An Address De- 
livered Twice Before His Majesty, the Em- 
peror,“ and said this was creating a feeling 
of unrest in church circles. 

The professor regretted also that Professor 
was having such an 
enormous sale. Professor Heinrici referred 
to the extraordinary distribution of Houston 
Stewart Chamberlain's Foundations of the 
Nineteenth Century,“ which, it was well 
known at court, had made a strong impres- 
sion upon the Emperor's mind. 

Professor Heinrici, commenting upon Mr. 
Chamberlain's book, said it was a bad out- 
look for theology when public opinion was 
thus misled. 


DECIDE ISLAND SALE TODAY. 


Both Chambers of Danish Parliament 
Will Come to Definite Conclu- 
sion on Treaty. 


COPENHAGEN, May 15.—The Common 
committee of the Rigsdag reported tonight 
on the treaty providing for the sale of the 
Danish West Indies to the United States. A 
majority of twenty-two, composed of mem- 
bers of the Left party, Social Democrats, 
and Independent Conservatives, supported 
the Folkesthing resolution.

ALL WORKERS IN SWEDEN QUIT. 
None Will Return to Duty Until Suf- 


frage Bill Is Passed—Business at 
a Standstill. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
STOCKHOLM, May 15.—An unusual sit- 
uation *prevails in this country. All the 
workmen in Sweden were ordered to strike 
for universal suffrage, and without excep- 


tion they have complied. The result is that }. 


work has ceased everywhere. There is no 
traffic or business of any kind and the news- 
papers are not being printed. The troops 
are being held in readiness in barracks, as 
an uprising is feared. The outlook is 
threatening. The strike was decreed by thé 
Social Democratic party in support of the 
suffrage bill, the debate on which began 
in Parliament today. The strike will last 
throughout the parliamentary debate. 

The garrisons in all the chief cities of 


Sweden have been reinforced, especially here. 
Riots are not expected unless the police ir- 
ritate the people. 


Discussion opened today in both Houses of 
Parliament of the government bill for 
The bill is regarded as 


weak and complicated, It does not satisfy 


any party, and least of all does it meet the 


popular demand for the extension of the 


franchise. 
The national strike, which will last only 


three days, is intended to show what may be 


expected if the popular demand is now frus- 
trated. 

The opening of the strike in all parts of 
Sweden was imposing though quiet. The 
strikers are orderly. Nearly all trades are 
affected. The gas supply will stop from to- 
morrow. The water supply, telephones, 
telegraphs, posts, and railways have not yet 
been disturbed. Shipping, however, has 
stopped in Stockholm, but not in all the 
towns. 

Almost all the factories have closed down. 
All drinking bars and retail stores are closed. 
The bakers have struck, but there is suffi- 
cient bread for three days. 


TRUCE ARRANGED IN HAYTI. 


Committee in Charge of Government 
and Conference to Be Held with 
the Revolutionists. 


PORT AU PRINCE, May 15.—A committee 
of eleven has been organized for the conduct 
of affairs in Hayti. The chairman of the 
committee is ex-President Canal.

HOUSE TALKS OF ISLANDS 


WARM DEBATE STARTED BY VAN- 
DIVER OF MISSOURI.

Stories of Alleged Cruelties by United 
States Soldiers Are Related in Low- 
er Branch of Congress—Hill of Con- 
mecticut Replies by Describing 
Treatment of Friendly Natives by 
the Hostiles—Senate Also Discusses 
Situation in the Philippines. 


Washington, D. C., May 15,—[Special.]— 
Personalities marked a debate in the House 
today when Philippine affairs were dis- 
cussed. 

Thus far the subject of-alleged atrocities 
in the islands had engaged the attention of 
the Senate alone, and only occasional echoes 
have been heard in the House. But today 
the reports of cruelty and outrage were re- 
hearsed in the House with vehenfence and 
bitterness. ° A speech by Mr. Vandiver of 
Missouri reciting instances of alleged out- 
rage brought on the discussion. 

Mr. Vandiver sent to the desk and had 
read a statement signed by Corporal Richard 
O’Brien, Company M. Twenty-sixth Volun- 
teers, zlving alleged details of atrocities in 


the Philippines, the killing of native women 


and babes under circumstances of unusual 
cruelty, including the alleged use of dum 
dum bullets. The charges were too hor- 
rible for belief, Mr. Vandiver said, if they 
were not substantially borne out by official 
reports of outrages by the United States 
forces against the natives. 


Funston Scored by Vandiver. 


Mr. Vandiver said his respect for the dic- 
tates of humanity was greater than that 
for soldiers guilty of cruelty. He proceeded 
to read portions of the testimony before the 
Philippine committee of the Senate. When 
he referred to General Funston, Mr. Landis 
of Indiana interjected the sarcastic inquiry: 
‘“‘ Funston—that is the gentleman who cap- 
tured your old friend Emilio Aguinaldo?“ 

Soon after Mr. Vandiver became engaged 
in a warm colloquy with Mr. Hamilton of 
Michigan, who demanded to know how a 
stable government was going to be main- 
tained without soldiers. 

Mr. Hill of Connecticut made a spirited 
rejoinder to Mr. Vandiver's speech on cruel- 
ties in the Philippines, severely arraigning 
the Missouri member and the minority on 
the ground that an ex parte case was being 
presented. In the course of his remarks 


Mr. Hill said: 


„I came into the hall while the gentleman 
from Missouri was portraying the outrages 
that had been perpetrated by the American 
soldiers upon the Filipinos and I regretted 
much to hear it. I had hoped that there 
would ‘be a monopoly of that kind of talk 
elsewhere and that we should not have in 
the House of Representatives the maligning 
and slandering of the American army while 
in the performance of its duty.“ 


Hill Tells of Native Cruelty. 
Mr. Hill detailed a visit he paid to Gen- 
eral Smith's headquarters in the Philippines 


and added: 
„ found the department of General Jacob 


H. Smith in peace and quietness, and yet 


while that condition existed this incident 
actually occurred: A Company of Tagalogs, 
Filipinos, the Filipino army if you choose to 
call it such, descended on a village of peace- 
able Filipinos, who chose to carry on their 
regular business pursuits in peace and qulet- 
ness, and destroyed that village, murdering 
men, women, and children, and if the gen- 
tleman from Missouri [Mr. Vandiver] de- 
sires a specimen of barbarity, I want to tell 
you what they did to loyal Filipinos and 
Americans. 

They took men out and tied them to ant 
hills, six or eight or ten feet high and six 
feet in diameter, filled with ants that are 
absolutely ravenous and eat up everything 
they come in contact with. They tied these 
men to ant hills and allowed them to be 
eaten to death by ants. They buried them 
in the ground up to their necks and allowed 
them to be pecked to death by fhe birds 
and eaten by the ants. They took loyal 
Filipinos and loyal Americans and cut them 
open in the abdomen, taking out a portion of 
the bowels and nailing it to a tree and driv- 


‘ing them around the tree with bolos while 


they disemboweled themselves, and yet you 
gentlemen stand here and condemn Ameri- 
can soldiers for standing by the men who 
are loyal to the American flag and who are 
suffering such outrages as these 

Mr. Vandiver interrupted: “ For the same 
kind of barbarities which you are now charg- 
ing against the Filipinos.” 


Slander of Army Denounced. 


Mr. Hill replied: “Talk. about water 
cures! Fight in your political battles de- 
cently. Do not attempt to do it slander- 
ing American soldiers in the pefformance 
of their duty.“ 

Mr. Lessler of New York said the slander 
and vilification directed against the Ameri- 
can soldier was only another case of the 
malodorous bird befouling its own nest. 

The Philippine discussion then became 
general. Mr. Hepburn of Iowa referred to 
Mr. Vandiver’s service in the confederacy 
and declared that after thirty-five years Mr. 
Vandiver could not forget the old days and 
the old methods. 

He should remember,” said Mr. Hep- 
burn, that the army he attacks is our 
army, that these boys are our boys! That 
they have been reared in American homes 
and he should not in the House join the 
libelers and slanderers in traducing our 
American soldiers.“ 

The Missouri member, he said, had seized 
on every exaggerated story in order to at- 
tack the American soldiers.. 

“And this is done,“ asserted Mr. Hep- 


burn, bitterly, “ to secure a miserable politi- 


cal advantage.“ 


Howling Wilderness Order Doubted. 

Mr. Williams of Mississippi asked if Mr. 
Hepburn defended the order to make Samar 
a “howling wilderness?’ 

I believe that is a lie,“ responded Mr. 
Hepburn. I believe no American officer 
ever made such an order; I believe it to be 
a slander, pure and simple.” 


Senate Talks of Islands. 


An extended speech by Mr. McLaurin of 
Mississippi in opposition to the pending 
Philippine government bill was a feature of 
today’s session of the Senate. The Missis- 
sippi Senator vigorously assailed the admin- 
istration’s policy in the Philippines. He 
deprecated the outrages perpetrated in the 
islands, whether they were committed by 
the Filipinos or by the Americans. They 
were, in his judgment, the natural out- 
growth of the government’s policy, for 
which, he maintained, the Republican party 
was responsible. He urged the abandon- 
ment of the policy in the interest of human- 
ity and justice. 


New Law to Be Passed. 

The Congress will remain in session after 
May 20, the date of Sefior Palma’s inaugur- 
ation, in order to enact the necessary laws 
governing the duties of the and 
also to arrange a treaty of relations with 
the United States and a commercial treaty. 
Among the other matters that will be dealt 
with are the questions of sanitation, the 
rural guard, and the police. It is claimed 
that there is some dissatisfaction over some 
of the proposed appointments of Secre- 
taries. 


Vessels to Fly Cuban Flag. 

An order has been issued vesting the juris- 
diction of the customs service in the Secre- 
tary of Finance after May 20, subject to such 
smodifications as may hereafter legally be 
‘made. It has-also been ordered that upon 
the termination of the present military gov- 
ernment the distinctive signal prescribed for 
vessels in the coasting trade of Cuba shall 
be abolished, and thereafter all Cuban ves- 
sels shall fly the flag of the republic. 

The fetes which will mark the inaugura- 
tion of the new Cuban republic will open to- 
morrow night, when a banquet in the Tacon 
Theater to Governor General Wood and his 
| staff will be given by the veterans of the 
two wars for Cuban independence. The re- 
mainder of the program will include masses 
in the churches, festivals, displays of fire- 
works, regattas, processions, banquets, balis, 
and nightly illuminations. 


Inauguration in the Palace. 


The inauguration ceremonies will be held 
in the palace at noon on Tuesday. They 
will not be public, and will be brief and 
formal. 

Then will follow the public spectacle. 
Six hundred dismounted American troopers 
will salute the American flag as it is low- 
ered and the Cuban flag as it is hoisted, to 
the booming of artillery and the crash of 
Cuban bands stationed in the plaza at 
Morro Castle and on the Malecon.

cession to the harbor, where they will im- 
mediately embark. 


Palma Will Ignore Factions. 

To all the President-elect has announced 
that he is resolved to be the President of 
Cuba, not knowing factions or distinction of 
race. The best man for the offices, and 
the welfare of the island,“ is his slogan. In 
unfaltering fidelity to the high ideals set up, 
in the opinion of the most far-seeing Amer- 
icans in the islands, lies the only hope of 
the perpetuation of the republic. The pres- 
sure upon Sefior Palma is immense, but thus 
far he has stood like a stone wall. 

American collection of the revenues of 
the island will cease on Saturday night 
next, as the three following days are holi- 
days, and arrangements have been made for 
the sending of telegraphic reports of the 
fiscal situation to Washington. The Gov- 
ernor General expects to turn over $500,000, 
and the new government will start with 
that amount and a clean slate, except for 
a few liabilities for the continuing of the 
public works contracts, 


Only Four Diplomatic Agents. 


Pursuant to the program of economy 
adopted, Sefior Palma today decided to con- 
fine the republic's diplomatic representatives 
abroad. in addition to the representative at 
Washington, to a Minister at Paris, who 
will be the general European representative; 
a Minister to Spain, on account of the inti- 
mate commercial relations with that coun- 
try; and a Minister to Mexico, who will 


are, as stated at the department, engage- 
ments to enter into treaty rélations with the 
United States upon the basis therein stated 
after Congress shall ve selected a route 
and the President shall have been duly au- 
thorized. 

The Nicaraguan agreement provides for 
the lease of a strip of land which shall be 
ten miles wide while a canal is in course of 
construction, and afterwards be shortened 
to six miles. The price stipulated is $6,000,- 
000, together with an annuity of $25,000, a 
nominal sum, intended merely to serve as a 
material reminder of Nicaragua’s sovereign- 
ty over the leased land. 

The treaty empowers the United States to 
use the civil police force to preserve peace 
and good order within the belt. No pro- 
vision, it is stated, is made for the judicial 
administration over the canal belt. 

In case the canal belt is, in time of war, 
threatened by any foreign government the 
United States is given full power to send 
either her military or naval forces or both 
into the canal belt to protect it, and to fulfill 
the guarantee of sovereignty over the belt 
which this government would warrant to.

St. Louis, Mo., May 15.—(Special.}—The 
fight at the West End club tonight between 


of Brooklyn ended in a highly sensational 
manner. Policemen again crowded the ring 
at the close, excited manggers and seconds 
threatened violence to the referee, and the 
final decision was the most curiously com- 
plicated of any ever given at the club. 

Abel was awarded the verdict, although 
Sullivan admittedly had been put out by a 
foul blow, but Sullivan was disqualified be- 
cause his manager, Vernon Johns, entered 
the ring. 

The end came in the fourteeritth round, 
when Abel, bleeding and apparently beaten, 
suddenly knocked Sullivan clean through the 
ropes with powerful right and left blows on 
the jaw. The crowd surged around in great 
excitement. Sullivan was practically sense- 
less and could not regain his feet. Vernon 
Johns rushed to him, picked him up, thrust 
his limp body through the ropes, and then, 
getting in the ring himself, almost sup- 
ported his man as Abel rushed on him again. 
Sullivan’s eyes were closed, but he managed 
to feebly hold on to Abel as they came to the 
clinch. His seconds were throwing water 
over him in order to call back his senses. 
The men struggled a second, then Abel, in 
attempting an uppercut, struck Sullivan a 
foul blow. Sullivan moaned with pain and 
sank to the floor. In a moment the house 
was in wild turmoil with cries of foul. 
Referee Nelson, bending over Sullivan, was 
counting him out when Johns again broke 
into the ring. Then Abel's followers also 
rushed for that official to protect the in- 
terests of their man, and for a moment it 
looked as if a riot would be the climax. As 
yet no decision had been announced. Fear- 
ing trouble, the police, a squad of them 
headed ‘by a lieutenant, hastily climbed in- 
side the ropes and pulled apart the wrangling 
managers and retainers. 

Sullivan meanwhile was prostrate and evi- 
dently in great pain. The police gave Referee 
Nelson a chance to break away from his tor- 
mentors and Nelson, waving his arms and 
completely rattled, called for a physician. 
Dr. Heine Marks was in the crowd and he 
went to the aid of the injured pugilist. 
Examination at once showed that the blow 
had been plainly foul, and Dr. Marks so ad- 
vised Nelson. Nelson then called out to the 
crowd that Sullivan had been put out byga 
foul blow, but that he was nevertheless dis- 
qualified because his manager had broken 
into the ring. This gave the fight to Abel. 

The .decision was received with the same 
excitement that had marked all the pro- 
ceedings, and again, but for the police, there 
might have been trouble in the ring. The 
crowd, however, took the decision well, as it 
was abqut the fairest thing under the cir- 
cumstan that could have been done.

Still the bookmakers, firm 
in the belief that Hildreth’s mortgage on the 
handicaps was not yet due, installed the 
pair 8 to 5 favorites, and chalked up 3 to 1 
ugainst Flying Torpedo. 

Ezell knew he had a good horse in Torpedo 
yesterday, and, with John Drake acting the 
role of banker, bombarded the bookies ”’ 
with yellowbacks, compelling them, by easy 
stages, to reduce Torpedo’s price to 9 to 5, 
the Hildreth pair meanwhile receding to 11 
to 5. Louisville was next considered, at 16 
to 5. Boney Boy and Dr. Stephens were the 
extreme outsiders, at 25 to 1. ; 


Torpedo in Rare Form. 

There is no dodging the fact Ezell had his 
Hanover gelding cocked and primed and 
left no doubt in the minds of every one that 
he was pounds the best horse in the race. 
The truth is he had to be, as he left the 
post next to last and was taken over the 
overland route more than half the distance 
of the journey and then won handily by 
nearly two lengths: Torpedo was next to 
the outside at the barrier and was the next 
to the last horse to break, and too far back 
to better his position in the race to the first 
turn. Hoar, therefore, instead of making 
for his field, kept on the extreme outside, 
with the result he swung wide on the turn 
and necessitated a covering of several extra 
lengths. His mount had speed to burn, 
however, and he permitted him to show it 
by skirting the flying bunch before him 
along the backstretch, thereby giving him 
full rein to extend himself and’ also avoid- 
ing pockets and any interference. 

Rounding the far end of the oval, Torpedo 
was second. Louisville, who had made the 
running up to this point, began tiring of 
her job and fell an easy victim to both Tor- 
pedo and Boney Boy in the race for the 
straight, which Ezell's trick reached first 
by two lengths. With the tape in sight 
and in the good going, Torpedo came along 
nicely and had enough in reserve to stall 
off Boney Boy’s determined effort at the 
end. Hermencia came fast on the inside 
and beat Louisville out by a head for third 
money.

NEW YORK PROCEEDINGS UNDER 
WAY IN ALBANY. 


Charges of Collusion Among Big Pack- 
ers Are Made by Witnesses—One Re- 
tailer Says He Was Blacklisted for 
Refusing to Pay a 45-Cent Over- 
charge—Agents of Firma Will Testi- 
fy Before a Judge Instead of the 
Referee. 


Albany, N. T.. May 15.— [Special. — The in- 
vestigation of charges of a meat trust was 
begun today by the State of New York ina 
hearing before Referee Judson S. Landon, 
former Supreme Court Justice. The inquiry 
developed several charges of collusion among 
‘the big packers in their dealings with 
customers. 

The investigation was divided today, it be- 
ing decided to have the voluntary witnesses 
appear before the referee, while the officers 
and employés of the concerned firms will 
‘give their evidence before Justice Chester. 

D. W. Meredith, Andrew W. Gerlach, and 
Alfred Epstein were the only witnesses who 
put in appearance at the hearing today. Al- 
bert B. Boardman of Boardman, Platt & 
Soley was the only attorney to appear on 
behalf of the trust. He said he represented 
Armour & Co. 


Retailer Tells of Blacklist. 

Mr. Gerlach, a retail butcher in New York 
City, said he had been in the business for 
twenty-seven years. He said that once, in 
dealing with Swift & Co., when he paid for 
his beef he made his check out for several 
pounds less than the beef company charged 
him, as his beef was short in weight. His 
check was refused. Afterward he tried to 
deal with Swift and Armour, but could not 
get beef from them unless he paid in ad- 
vance. He was informed that Swift had 
placed him on @ blacklist because, as the 
witness said, he had refused to pay for the 
overweight in beef. The amount of differ- 
ence between Gerlach and Swift was only 
45 cents. Swift & Co. finally settled by de-

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BIG GAS TANK A PROBL 


EXPERTS DISAGREE AS TO A 
WIDER RIVER ISSUE. 


Engineer for the People’s Company 
Says Proposed Cut Would Endanger 
the Deering Street $500,000 Reser- 
voir, While Mr. Randolph, for the 
Drainage Board, Takes an Opposite 
Stand—Carter Dislikes Any Risk 
Wooster Fears an Explosion. 3 


While expert engineers are disagreeing, a 
$500,000 gas tank may or may not be in dan- 
ger of taking a plunge into the river. If the 
tank should collapse, as one expert fears, 
more than 4,000,000 cubic feet of gas would 
be released and an explosion might follow. 

The controversy has arisen over the plans 
of the Drainage board to widen the river. 
Engineer Randolph of the Drainage board is 
confident that his surveys contemplate no 
harm to the Deering street reservoir of the 
People’s Gaslight and Coke company, while 
Engineer Williamson of the gas company 
is equally sure that the line proposed by 
Mr. Randolph would weaken the supports 
of the big tank and destroy it. 

The Sanitary trustees are considering two 
surveys made by Engineer Randolph. The 
survey which the gas company contends 
would destroy the reservoir is said to be the 
cheaper of the two, but otherwise there is 
no choice. The survey which is acceptable 
to the gas company would entail a cost of 
something between $3,000 and $5,000 more 
than the one nearest.to the tank. Engineer 


Randolph declares that either of the lines 


is safe. 


Carter Dislikes Any Risk. 


It merely is a question of engineering.“ 
said Trustee Zina R. Carter last night. Mr. 
Randolph usually is conservative and accu- 
rate in his judgment, and he says the fears 
of the gas people are unfounded. Personal- 
ly, I would not have the Drainage board take 
any risks. There is no choice between the 
two surveys except a matter of from $3,000 
to $5,000 in cost, and this amount is too 
small to haggle over when there is even a 
remote chance that property valued at $500,- 
000 may be destroyed. 

„Mr. Randolph's plan cannot be carried 
out without great disturbance to the ground, 
said Engineer Willamson. The danger lies 
in driving the anchor piles, and the cutting 
away of the bank will be attended by a 
sliding of the ground toward the river. This 
disturbance of the ground so close to the 
base of the tank will weaken the brick wall, 
so that the weight of the water within the 
tank may force the walls outward. This 
will result in the escape of the water and 
the collapse of the gasholder. 

„The second cut suggested by the Sani- 
tary District contemplates cutting away on 
the north bank of the river and removes 
little of our frontage. This cut will, in my 
opinion, make the channel straighter than 


the other.“ 
Wooster Fears for Life. 


„The land is of no use to us, except as a 
support to the base of the gasholder,” said 
Vice President C. K. Wooster of the gas 
company. Were it condemned we would 
be paid well for it, and the Drainage Dis- 
trict would have to build us a new dock. 
What we fear is a repetition of the accident 
in New York two years ago, when a gas- 
holder collapsed, causing death and the loss 
of much property. 

„ Were the gasholder to collapse, so close 
to Deering street and the bridge, it would 
destroy not only itself but much adjacent 
property, and might kill many persons in 
the street. Then, too, there is danger of an 
explosion and fire.” | 

The telescopic steel gasholder extends 
abo 60 feet above the surface of the river, 
and has a diameter of about 190 feet and 
a capacity of 4,239,500 cubic feet of gas. Its 
base rests in the brick water tank or reser- 
voir, which is forty feet deep.

Called a Lie and Fight in 
Court Is Threatened. 


The fourth of the Union Traction trans- 
fer suits came to a pyrotechnical end in 
Judge Gibbons’ court yesterday when the 
jury disagreed. The jury stood nine for the 
traction company and three for the city. 
As a result, rumors flew thick and fast once 
more, and may yet crystallize into an in- 
vestigation by the city Law department. 

Corporation Counsel Walker last evening 
refused, however, to make any charge 
against the jurymen or court attachés, hold- 
ing that he had no proof of corruption, and 
would not accuse any man unlees he could 
substantiate the charge. He, however, re- 
garded the finding as somewhat odd aid he 
may look into it. 


„Lie“ Nearly Causes a Fight. 


During the closing arguments before Jus- 
tice Gibbons in the afternoon the lie was 
passed. Attorney Holmes for the railway 
company declared the Corporation Counsel's 
office had not respected an agreement made 
by the lawyers in the case. He said that 
the agreement between the traction com- 
pany and Corporation Counsel’s office was 
that after Judgé Ball had decided on the 
eleven transfer cases recently the city was 
to start no new cases until those had been 
passed upon by the Supreme Court. 

Now here in utter disregard of their 
agreement the Corporation Counsel's office 
has started 500 suits against the traction 
company.“ declared Mr. Holmes. \ 

That is a lie,“ said Corporation Counsel 
Goodwin, who represented the city, and 
the counsel for the defense knows it.“ 

The counsel for the defense doesn’t know 
it,” replied Attorney Holmes. I say it is 
all a political scheme.” 

“The agreement was not broken and the 
counsel’s statement is an untruth. His alle- 
gation savors of per jury.“ 

“Young man, don’t you call me a liar. 
If you do I'll punish you as befits a man 
who calls another one a liar, and I will do 
it right here,“ was Mr. Holmes’ reply. 

Well, Lam here,” said Attorney Goodwin. 

Something might have happened had not 
Judge Gibbons interfered. 

We will have no more of this,“ said he. 


Walker Denies the Charge. 

Speaking of the accusation of Attorney 
Holmes last night, Mr. Walker said: There 
is absolutely no truth in the charge. No 
such agreement was ever made by me or 
any one authorized to represent me.“ 

The morning hearing was taken up with 
the closing arguments oi the lawyers. At- 
torney Holmes repeated the thriee-heard de- 
fense of the traction company. He claimed 
contract rights, and contended that if the 
traction company was compelled to follow 
the ordinance it could not conduct a pay- 
ing business—that the company’s revenue 
would depreciate more than 50 per cent. 
Then followed the charge of bad faith and 
the retort of lar.“ 

The case went to the jury at 12:45 o'clock. 
Four hours later the foreman reported that 
the jury was unable to agree. 

Of the four cases heard two have been 
decided in favor of the traction company 'n 
Justice George H. Woods’ court, one in 
favor of the city before Justice Gibbons, 
while the last one resulted in a disagree- 
ment. The cases in Justice Woods’ court 
resulted in the recent grand jury investiga- 
tion and indictment of Attorneys O'Donnell 
end Brady and a number of others. The 
hearing of the case will be begun anew 
next Tuesday. 

The jurors who voted in favor of the city 
were Albert Develin, W. I. Smith, and P. J. 
Rudd. Those who balloted for the traction 
company were C. F. Crail, 8. E. Collins, E. 
Vickinson, W. L. Ray, A. R. Rutledge, V. T. 
Browne, William F. Tumme, W. D. Wood, 
and H. G. Hurd. 


Constable Boese Dies Suddenly. 


Constable Ernst Boese, 75 years oid, of 
Justice George H. Woods’ court, died sud- 
denly on a south-bound Illinois Central pas- 
senger train yesterday afternoon, supposed- 
ly of heart disease. Boese subpeenaed the 
veniremen for the second Austin transfer 
suit heard in Justice Woods’ court, and was 
afterward connected with the jury bribing 
scandal. According to State’s Attorney 
Deneen Boese had made some damaging ad- 
missions in the jury bribing investigation. 


[MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. | 


Charlies W. Clark’s Farewell. 

Last evening at Music Hall, Charles W. 
Clark said farewell for some ears to his 
Chicago friends and admirers. ‘That these 
friends and admirers of the gifted baritone 
are many was shown by the large size of the 
audience and by the heartiness with which 
he was welcomed when he first appeared, 
and the sincere enthusiasm with which all 
he did was received. During the decade and 
more of years that Mr. Clark has been iden- 
tifled with the local music world he has ad- 
vanced steadily and uninterruptedly in his 
art. His career has been in nowise meteoric 
in its brillianéy, but has been of that better, 
more enduring kind, the ever increasing 
brightness of which comes from good natural 
gifts carefully trained and developed, guided 
by serious, earnest purpose, and strength- 
ened by high ambition and lofty desire. He 
has by dint of hard work and intelligent 
study won for himself the enviable position 
he now holds as one of the ablest baritones 
the United States can boast, and the past 
makes reasonably certain the assurance that 
the future, with the evidenced opportunities 
and broadening influences a long residence 
in Europe brings with it, will enable him to 
climb to still more prominent and more ad- 
vantageous artistic heights. His voice is 
today exceptional, his interpretative powers 
are considerable, and in quality admirable— 
only farther increase in temperament, 
farther ripening of abilities already present 
are needed to make him an artist of high 
worth. And this increase and this ripening 
it is belleved and hoped the change he is 
about to make will bring. 

The recital Mr. Clark offered as his fare- 
well was worthy of him, of his standing and 
his abilities, and the audience of friends that 
gathered to enjoy it. Schubert, Schumann, 
Rubinstein, Brahms, and a group of present 
day composers—chiefly American at least in 
residence—made a program at once attrac- 
tive and musically interesting. Seven of the 
fifteen German Lieder were sung in English, 
and, the translations being well made, the 
result was notably successful. Schubert's 
“To My Lyre” (‘An die Leyer’’), and 
Schumann's Belshazzar” demand a text, 
that is understood, in order to be effective, 
and the familiar Serenade ot the lovable 
Franzl, as well as the four Rubinstein songs 
(Two “ Spring Songs,” “* Morning Song. and 
‘“‘ Dew-Drop’’), which the singer deserves 
thanks for introducing, also gained by be- 
ing given in English. Mr. Clark sings Ger- 
man with comparative ease and good under- 
standing, albeit certain English inaccuracies 
in pronunciation still cling to him, but he ts 
more fully at ease of course in English and 
in the songs given in this idiom he achieved 
his completest success. An exception was 
the Brahms Staendehen,“ which had to be 
repeated, and the Schumann Der Husar,“ 
which shared the same pleasant fate. Of the 
American group Gans well-made “ What 
Is Love,“ and Protheroe’s Good Night Be- 
loved,” the latter sung with especial tonal 
beauty and finish, found demand for repeti- 
tion, and Danny Dever,“ given with fine 
spirit, was added at the close of the recital.

The City of Indianapolis 
The Indiana has a beautiful monument 
Soldiers erected in honor of brave 
and Sailors’ men. Thirteen years ago 
Monument. Benjamin Harrison, then 
President, who had been a 
gallant soldier, laid the corner-stone of 
the monument to the Indiana soldiers 
and sailors. The work on it has been 
carried forward slowly but steadily, and yes- 
terday the memorial, of which Indianians are 
justly proud, was dedicated. There was 
nothing to cloud the happiness of the day 
but the thought that the Indiana soldier, 
Senator, and President who laid the corner- 
stone had not lived to see the work com- 
pleted. The memorial cost nearly $600,000. 
This is a much larger sum than it was pro- 
posed to spend when the idea of erecting 
the monument was first conceived, but, 
thanks to the increase in expenditure, In- 
dianapolis has a thing of beauty in stone and 
bronze the possession of which other cities 
may well envy her. The valor of Indiana 
soldiers, attested on many a bloody eld, 
needs no recording stone to save it from ob- 
livion. But as it was resolved that the 
services of the Indiana soldiers should be 
monumentally commemorated ft is well that 
no mean and common memorial, no artistic 
abortion, has been dedicated to their mem- 
ory. Indiana has set a standard which other 
States that desire to commemorate their dead 
soldiers and sailors will not find it easy to 
approach. 


TELEPHONE EAVESDROPPERS. 
An interesting experiment has recently 
been made upon the lines of the government 
telephone exchange at Stockholm, Sweden, 
the object being to indicate to a subscriber 
whether or not the operator at the central 
station is listening to the conversation. 


The description of the apparatus contained 


in the Elektrotechnische Zeitung is sub- 
stantially as follows: A current detector, 
whose middle point is earthed, is bridged 
across the subscriber's line and connected 
to it by a double pole switch. The centru! 
point of the operator’s receiver is also 
earthed. By the operation of a disk con- 


nécted with the indicator, with black, red, 


and white crosses painted on it, red or 
white shows when the operator is listen- 
ing. In this way when communication is 
through two exchanges the connections can 
be so arranged that a white cross shows 
that one. exchange operator is listening and 


a red cross indicates that the other operator 


is the eavesdropper. 

The apparatus is said to have worked 
successfully and to have become popular 
among subscribers. Various devices have 
been tried in this country to head off and 
detect telephone listeners, but none of them 
has deen invariably successful. If the 
Swedish apparatus will do all that is claimed 
for it it should be introduced here, for tele- 
phone eavesdropping is an almost constant 
source of apprehension among subscribers. 
There are always persons who have time to 
listen and many whose curiosity is so in- 
satiable that they seemingly spend their 


time in listening, because it is comparative- | 


ly safe. ; Any invention which will prevent 
this kind of eavesdropping will be a welcome 


one. 


THE REPUBLIC OF CUBA. 

Next Tuesday President Palma will be 
inaugurated and the interesting experi- 
ment of a Cuban republic will begin. The 
manufacture of republics by a foreign power 
is not a novelty. The armies of repub- 
lican France set up many in Europe over 
a century ago. Italy was cut up into sev- 
eral republics. Holland became the Ba- 
tavian republic. Not one of the republics 
was long lived. It would not have been 
under any circumstances, for there had 
been no previous training in self-government 
even on a small scale. 

The United States is now doing for the 
first time on this continent what France 
did_so long ago in Europe. If the United 
States had had the ardor and strength of 
revolutionary France it would have taken 
an active part in the creation of republics 
on this side of the ocean nearly a century 
ago, when the Spanish colonies in South 
and Central America were declaring their 
independence. It sympathized with them, 
but it gave them no material aid. It left 
them to work out their own destiny. It as- 
sumed no responsibility on account of them. 
That was a wise policy in view of the 
troublous times the republics have had. 

The Cuban republic will be the direct 
creation of the United States. But for 
the active interposition of this country the 
Cubans still would be, in all human prob- 
ability, technically and perhaps in reality, 
so far as the majority were concerned, 
Spanish subjects. In the light of the ae- 
curate information as to the strength of the 
Cuban insurgents obtained soon after the 
landing of the American forces it is dif- 
ficult to believe that the insurgents ever 
could have expelled the Spaniards. For 
the behavior of the republic which it has 
made the United States will be responsible. 
If the work of its prentice hand is not 
good it will have to try again. 

In a few days foreign governments will be 
informed through American Ambassadors 
and Ministers that the American wardship 
is at an end as regards Cuba and that the 
island has a government of its own with 
which—and not that of the United States 
—they must deal concerning Cuban ques- 
tions. European governments are familiar 
with the provisions of the Platt amendment. 
They are aware of, the limitations of the 
treaty making and debt incurring powers of 
the future Cuban government. They take 
it for granted that reciprocal trade rela- 
tions will be established soon between the 
United States and Cuba which will insure 
the former the lion’s share of the trade of 
the latter. They hardly will . hasten, to 
conclude commercial and other treaties 
with Cuba in the hope of gaining a special 
advantage thereby. They will look upon 
the island as a dependeney of the United 
States which will ultimately become a part 
of the United States. te 

So indeed it will unless the Cubans dis- 
play unexpected capacity for self-govern- 
ment and a manifest general disinclination 
to be united with this country. If the gov- 
ernment soon to be installed shall prove 
incompetent to protect persons and prop- 
erty or if the Spanish-American revolu- 
tionary habit shall be in evidence it will be 
necessary for the United States to inter- 
vene again and restore to the Cubans the 
peace and happiness they have had during 
the last three years. 

The government to be installed next week 
cannot be regarded as a finality. It is an 
interest.ng experiment. It bears testimony 
to the disinterestedness of the United 
States and the readiness of Americans to 
believe that when independence is given a 
people ability to make a good use of it is a 
necessary sequel of the gift. The condi- 
tion of Cuba a year hence will throw much 
light on the fitness of the Cubans to govern 
themselves. 


THE CONSUMER PAYS. 
The men on the Chicago ice wagons have 


| had their pay raised. They lead a strenuous 


life in the busy season. No one who has seen 
how hard they work will grudge them an 
advance. But the increased pay will not 
come out of the profits of the companies. It 
will be paid by the consumers. The com- 
panies will collect the higher wages from 
the consumers and hand them over to the 
employés. The companies will do this by 
raising the price of ice. That necessity 
of life will cost more next summer because 
the men who handle it are to be better paid. 
Perhaps many consumers of ice who on 
general principles approve of wage in- 
creases will not look favorably on this par- 
ticular increase when they learn that the 
burden of it is to fall on them. They share 
the fate of all consumers who, as a general 
rule, pay whatever taxes or extra charges 
are imposed on the production or distribu- 
tion of a commodity. The producer or mid- 
dleman will not pay the taxes or charges 
out of his profits if,he can avoid it. Wher- 
ever possible, and it usually is possible, he 
makes the consumer pay them. In some 
cases a consumer can escape the burden by 
ceasing to be a consumer, but nobody is 
willing to give up the use of ice in hot 
weather. Therefore the ice companies can 
fearlessly add enough to the price of ice 
to cover the advance in wages and also a 
little more, so as to be on the safe side. 
The men on the ice wagons are in high 
spirits on account of the raise in wages. 
They should give credit where credit is due. 
They should acknowledge their obligations 
to the consumer, who is their employer and 
paymaster, and should treat him with ex- 
treme consideration and liberality. The 
fifty-pound block of ice they leave with him 
should weigh at least fifty pounds, and the 
consumer will not feel insulted if it weigh 
more than that. 1 


PATRIOTISM IN BANKING. : 

The Kansas bankers, in convention as- 
sembled, have adopted a resolution in which 
they say that branch banking in all its forms 
is “ unpatriotic, un-American, unbusiness- 
like, tending to establish a monopoly of the 
great and honored business of banking in the 
hands of a few millionaires to the exclusion 
ot the men of the West.” So it appears that 
' bankers who are supposed to be deliberate, 
conservative men, cautious in deed and 
word, are as much given to exaggeration 
when influenced by strong feeling as is the 
average man. 

The assertion that branch banking is “ un- 
patriotic,” and, inferentially, the present 
banking system is fragrant with patriotism, 
a daring one. Men in the banking busi- 
ness, like men in other businesses, often have 
been patriots of the noblest type, but it takes 
a fervid imagination to discover patriotism 
in one banking, manufacturing, or transpor- 
tation system and the lack of it in another. 
It is doing violence to facts to say that 
branch banking is un- American.“ The 
fathers of the republic countenanced that 
system of banking. It is permissible today 
in many American States. : 3

That. was the grave accusation brought 
against the gold standard a few years ago, 
That was the reason given with apparent 
seriousness quite recently why the general 
sthff system should not be adopted for the 
American army. -Today the Kaneas bank- 
ers, believing that the branch bank system 
will be prejudicial to their interests and the 
interests of their communities, promptly de- 
nounce it as “ unpatriotic,” and say, proudly, 
that “ our banking system is today the best 
in the known world.” Here, at least, the 
bankers are cautious. They are willing to 
admit in the unknown world, where 
they assume the banking business fs carried 
on, there may be a better system than theirs, 
Bankers’ conventions do not generally 
adopt humorous resolutions. The conven- 
tion of Kansas bankers is an exception to 
the rule. But the Kansas opposition to 
branch banking, which is shared by the Mis- 
souri bankers, indicates the practical difficul- 
ties in the way of amending the national 
bank act so as to allow a great New York 
national bank to establish branches through- 
out the country. 


THE EVILS OF OVERCAPITALIZATION. 

The House of Representatives is opposed 
to overcapitalization. It will not be allowed 
in the District of Columbia. The Wash- 
ington and Georgetown Gas companies 
asked Congress fog permission to consoli- 
date. To that there was no objection. In- 


was desirable. But while the total capi- 
talization of the two companies is now 32, 
750,000, it was proposed to capitalize the 
consolidated company at $13,000,000. The 
House of Representatives would not listen. 
to this and struck the enacting clause out 
of the bill allowing it. 

One of the practical objections to the 
proposed increase of capital stock was 
pointed out by an opponent of the bill. It 
costs the Washington Gas company 60 
cents to manufacture a thousand feet of 
gas, for which it receives a dollar. It is 
conducting a highly profitable business. 
But if the capitalization were $13,000,000 
the dividends would dwindle from the pres- 
ent high rate to between 3 and 4 per cent, 
and if the consumers of gas should ask 
for a lower price the company would point 
to its low dividend rate and say that an 
injustice would be done to “innocent stock- 
holders” by cutting down the price of gas 
and the smal! dividends. 

The value of the physical properties of 
the Washington and Georgetown Gas com- 
panies is at the outside $5,400,000. The 
companies assert that their franchises are 
worth a large sum, and they wish to issue 
stock to the amount of $13,000,000 in order 
that they may be enabled to capitalize their 
franchises and unload on the public a mass 
of stock which, will have little or no value 
if Congress ‘shall reduce the price of gas. 


the capitalization of the franchises of the

The evils of the overcapitalization of cor- 
porations which perform public services 
are apparent in Chicago. If it were not 
for the water in the stocks of the traction 
companies they would not have a solitary 
argument to advance against the proposition 
that they pay one-fifth of their gross receipts 
to the municipality. The dividends if 
stock represented only money actually in- 
vested would be so large that no stock- 
holder would dare to object to their being 
scaled down to provide revenue for the 
city. It is unfortunate that the Illinois 
Legislature did not perceive many years 
ago the mischievous consequences of over- 
capitalization, especially in the case of pub- 
lic service corporations. 


HOW TO WIN HER. 

The servant girl is seemingly an illusive 
individual, yet one who is wen worth propi- 
tiating. The Wilmette ladies failed to win 
her with literary beguilements, and now 
the Chicago Housewives’ association, head- 
ed by Dr. Mary A. Seymour, is to attempt 
to court herin the sacred name of friendship. 
The idea seems to prevail that pies inspired 
by a platonic regard for an employer will 
be better made than those which know no 
other inspiration than a respect for the art 
of cooking. Yet this theory is not generally 
accepted in the business world and there 
is not necessarily an affinity between a man 
and his shirtmaker, nor have women been 
conspicuously attached to their dressmak- 
ers. 

Of course, the servant girl is, in a way, 


extent is in an isolated position. Yet even 
under such conditions friendship refuses 
a beefsteak basis. A servant may con- 
sent to make the beds of a lady of whom 
she stoutly disapproves, and she may be 
loyal in her devotion to the art of gravy- 
making without having the slightest wish 
to be on intimate terms with the gravy 
consumer. She has her own friends and 
her own standards, and, as a rule, she pre- 
fers to keep to these. Of course, kindly 
feeling between employer and employé is 
a consummation devoutly to be desired, but 
whether this feeling should go further and 


depends in this case upon the peculiar de- 
gree of congeniality between, mistress and 
maid. 


AUTOMOBILES AND TIPS. 

The rules passed by the South Park board 
with regard to automobiles are in line with 
public sentiment. If Mr. W. 8. Gilbert had 
known about automobiles of the speeding, 
puffing kind when he wrote the “ Mikado” 
he would have included the chauffeurs of 
all such machines in his list.“ The boule- 
vards are not intended for speedways. It 
is not right that when a pedestrian crosses 
a boulevard, or when a man in a carriage 
drives along it, he should be obliged to act 
with as much circumspection as if he were 
on a railway track. The automobile—as it 
is sometimes used today in Chicago—is a 
hog. It has been in the habit of supposing 
that its rights transcended those of all other 
vehicles. The chauffeur has been in the 
habit of blowing his whstle or tooting his 
horn, and then expecting the populace to 
seatter. The American populace does not 
like to scatter. It believes that it has a 
right to disport itself on its own roads, and 
that the minute minority which owns auto- 
mobiles should not have the right to make a 
public highway into a private drive. 

The automobiler no doubt has a right to 
use the boulevards. He has absolutely no 
shred of a right to use them in the way in 


late. Further,when the speed of automobiles 
has been reduced, their noise and their odor 
should be reduced,too. The new rule provides 
for this. No perambulating boiler works 
and no peripatetic rendering establishment 
need for the future appear in those parts of 
the South Side which are governed by South 
Park Commissioners.

complished by the board. The practice of 
tipping has been legislated out of being. Of 
course surreptitious tipping cannot be alto- 
gether stopped. Slipping a dime into a man’s 
hand is too quick and easy a movement to be 
always detected. No doubt tipping will con- 
tinue. It is well, however, that it should be 
understood that tipping is no recognized in- 
stitution in the public parks eontrolled by 
the South Park board. People who cannot 
afford to tip should be on the same footing 
in those parks with those who can. The 
parks are for all. The tipping system estab- 
lishes a distinction between one class of pa- 
trons and the other. This should not be. 
Service in the parks should be as general as 
the trees, the grass ,and the fountains. Tip- 
ping establishes service of a totally different 
kind. It is now discountenanced by the au- 
thorities. It ought to be discountenanced by 
the public. 


“THE LAW'S DELAY.” 

Americans like to see things get done. 
They would rather act than meditate. If 
Canon Barnett’s deadly doing is a vice, 
they are in at least that one point the mest 
vicious race in the world. They are never 
tired of saying that nothing succeeds like 
success, They want to win. They clamor 
for “results.” They do what their hands 
find to do and do it fast. This in prose. . 
Poetically, one may say -with Mr. Kipling 
that “they turn a keen, untroubled face 
home to the instant need of things.” 
Prosaically or poetically it is the same 
truth that is pointed out. The people of 
the United States are a people of great 
instantaneousness. They do not let the iron 
cool while they are speculating on the 
physical properties of metals. 

Nevertheless, even among Americans 
there are exceptions. For instance, there | 
are federal building contractors; but enough 
has been said about them. Then there are 
street cleaning departments; but they, too, 
have had their habits described. Finally— 
if one omits a few other classes of people— 
there are the courts. Of course, it is no 
new thing to bring the courts to book in 
this matter. One could wish it were. Or 
one could wish that, being the original of- 
fenders, they were not also the latest. 
Yet one must confess that they are. What- 
ever indiscretions, whatever leaps into the 
dark, whatever rash experiments, whatever 
rushings in before the angels may be 
charged up against the ordinary American 
are more than atoned for by the deliberate- 
ness of that extraordinary American who 
becomes a Judge. 

No doubt it is the fault of the system and 
not of the individual. Perhaps, indeed, it 
is no fault at all. Deliberateness in courts 
may be indispensable. There still remains, 
however, a startling disparity between the 
rate of speed in American business and the 
rate of speed in American law. Consider, 
for example, the franchise tax case in New 
York. About three years ago, when Mr. 
Roosevelt was Governor of the State, the 
Legislature passed a law taxing franchises. 


Certain corporations objected. They thought 


the law was unconstitutional. Their 
thoughts resulted in the appointment of a 
referee. This referee went to work col- 
lecting evidence and consulting authorities. 
His labors must have been quite exhans- 
tive. He took his time for them. Or per- 
haps it was the public’s time. His report 
was not presented till Thursday of last 


week. It is not clear that he was to blame 


for the delay. The real place for blame is 
the “sorry scheme of things entire” on 
which he worked. Even now that his re- 
port is in the case is not ended. Not by 
about five years. | 

It passes now into the hands of Judge 
Herrick. From him it will go to the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court. From 
there it will go to the Court of Appeals. 
Then it will go to the United States Supreme 
Court. Five years, it is thought, will go 
by before the final decision is reached. 
This is going too far. One does not wish 
courts to be precipitate. It would not con- 
sist with judicial dignity that courts should 
make haste. It would seem to be possible 
to decide upon the constitutionality of a 
law in less than eight years without haste. 
By all means let things be done decently 


and in order. No one wants helter-skelter 
methods. But could not our jurists devise 


some way by which the questions which are 
brought before them could be determined 
after a manner which would consume a less 
unreasonable proportion of a man’s lifetime?

| YACHTING THE SPORT OF KINGS. 


Description of the Nature Study 
Picture Given Free with To- 
day’s “ Tribune.” } 


ACHTING, as well as racing, has be- 
come the sport of Emperors, Kings, 
and other mighty potentates of earth. 
It is also the recreation of those whose 
wealth is counted by the tens of mil- 

lions, many of whom spend most of the sum- 
mer on the sea, and a portion of the winter 
as well. The greatest nations watch with 
eager interest the races between the famous 
machines equipped with every device science 
Can conceive, the most notable being the 
contests between the United States and Eng- 
land for the America cup. Not only do 
the people of the American seaboard go wild 
with enthusiasm, but the inhabitants of the 
interior States, many of whom never saw 
the ocean and probably never will watch the 
bulletins for the outcome. 

Naturally enough, yachting has been a 
favorite pastime with Englishmen for scores 
of years. Their tight little isle is the home 
of those who go down to the sea in ships, 
and it is not to be wondered at that the men 
of England should become sailors. But 
Americans love the sea also, and when they 
began to build vessels they made the Britains 
open their eyes. Half a century ago Uncle 
Sam beat John Bull in sailing yachts, and 
has been adding steadily to his victories since 
that time. 

The finest yachts in the world are owned 
in the United States. This, however, does 
not apply to the yachts owned by some of 
the roya. les, notably the Victoria and Al- 
dert, the state vessel of King Edward VII. 
of England, and the Hohenzollern, in which 
William II., Emperor of Germany, ta 

any a cruise. In this conneetion it should 

said that the Hohenzollern is practically 
a warship. It came to this country at the 
time of the launching of the Emperor’s yacht 
Meteor. Among other imperial and royal 
yachts are the Standart, in which the Czar 
of Russia travels; the Iduna, the private 
yacht of the Empress of Germany; the Os- 
borne, owned by the late Queen Victoria; 
the Banshee, the property of the King of 
Portugal; the Savoi, which belongs to the 
King of Italy; and the BritAnnia, which 
King Edward used when he was the Prince 
of Wales. Both King Edward and the Em- 
peror of Germany have entered boats in 
yacht races, while the latter hopes to sweep 
the seas with his Yankee-built vessel, the 
Meteor. 

Incidentally, a yacht is credited to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. It is the Sylph, and the 
Chief Executive uses it occasionally. Previ- 
ous to the advent of the Sylph the naval! dis- 
patch boat Dolphin was used. 

Among the notable yachts owned by private 
citizens of this country is the Corsair. of 
which J. Pierpont Morgan is the proprietor. 
It was used by the United States government 
during the war with Spain in 1898, renamed 
the Gloucester, and did noble work at the 
sea fight off Santiago under command of 
Captain (then Lieutenant) Wainwright. It 
cost nearly $1,000,000, and is one of the larg- 
est private vessels afloat. Other palaces of 
the sea which gratify, or have gratified, the 
fancies of Americans are George Gouki’s 
Atalanta and Sybarite, A. J. Drexel’s Mar- 
garita, C. H. Colt’s Dauntless, Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s Erin, Howard Gould’s Niagara, 
Oliver H. Payne’s Aphrodite and Eleanor, 
James Gordon Bennett’s Namouna, P. A. B. 
Widener's Josephine, Thomas W. Lawson's 
The Dream, F. W. Morgan’s Pathfinder. and 
numerous Others for whose mention we have 
not space. 


LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

T is difficult to understand the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Gregory Sanger to succeed 
General Vannowski as Minister of Pub- 
lic Instruction in Russia. For while the 
General has insisted upon giving up his 

post because he was prevented by his Minis- 
terial colleagues, notably by the Procurator 
General of the Holy Synod, and by the De- 
partment of the Interior, from putting into 
execution the Hberal reforms which he had 
projected, his successor is a man who until 
now has been noted for entertaining identic- 
ally the same views. 

Sanger is of German origin, and although 
untitled, of sufficiently aristocratic origin 
to have been admitted as a pupil at the im- 
perial School of Pages at St. Petersburg. on 
leaving which he entered the University of 
St. Petersburg. Subsequently he studied at 
Berlin under Mommsen, Curtius. Hubner, 
etc., and on his return to Russia in 1877, al- 
though but 24 years of age at the time, he 
was appointed professor at the high school 
of Neshin. In 1885 he was granted a pro- 
fessorship of the University of Warsaw. 
and five years ago became rector of the uni- 
versity, a post which he exchanged twelve 
months ago for that of Assistant Secretary 
of State at the Ministry of Public Instruc- 
tion. 

Sanger has always been in touch with the 
students, and has enjoyed a remarkable 
amount of popularity among them, being 
recognized by them as a man of enlightened 
and progressive views, and as anxious for 
their fair and liberal treatment. Whether 
he will retain this popularity now that he 
has become Minister remains to be seen, and 
a considerable amount of speculation pre- 
‘vails as to whether his promotion means the 
adoption of a reactionary policy in education- 
al matters in complete contradiction with his 
past career, or if it indicates a determina- 
tion on the part of the Czar to continue Gen- 
eral Vannowskl's policy. But in the latter 
event why has the Genera! resigned? 

->- 

The Duke of Abrantes, whose death has 
just taken place at Madrid, had absolutely 
nothing in common with the French Duke 
of the same name, who makes his home at 
Paris and at the chateau of Bailleul, near 
Mayenne, in France. For the French Duke- 
dom of Abrantes is of relatively modern 
origin, having been conferred by the first 
Napoleon upon his General, Junot, who had 
first attracted his attention as a common 
soldier at the siege of Toulon by the pres- 
ence of mind and absolute fearlessness which 
he displayed when a bomb burst close to 
him, covering both himself and the paper on 
which he was writing from Napoleon’s dic- 
tation with sand. Junot quietly remarked, 
That just serves to blot the ink,“ and with- 
out even a tremor went on writing. 

The son of this first French Duke of 
Abrantes left one son, the second Duke, who 
died in 1859, leaving no son, but two daugh- 
ters, the eldest of whom married Maurice Le 
Ray, son of the enormously wealthy stock 
broker of that name, and who was created 
by Napoleon HI. third Duke of Abrantes 
in order to prevent the honors of his father- 
in-law from becoming extinct. This Le Ray, 
Duke of Abrantes, died two years ago, and 
was succeeded by his son, who bears the sin- 
gular Christian name of Andoche, and who 
is now some 82 years of age. He is married 
and has a daughter. His second brother, 
Alfred, is known as the Marquis Abrantes, 
and his youngest brother, Michael, as the 
Count Abrantes. Their mother—that is to 


| say, the widow of the third Duke and the 
|. granddaughter and heiress of Genera! Junot, 


the first Duke—is stili living and is noted for 
her craze for travel and exploration. She 
has been all over Arabia and central Asia, 


| has met with the most extraordinary ad-

ure in St. Petersburg society, who had played 
a conspicuous réle in the last Turko-Russian 
war, and had been in supreme military com- 
mand of that portion of Armenia ceded to 
Russia after the war. 

The General wasat Warsaw on officia! busi- 
ness on April 11, 1901, on which day he wrote 
to his wife. From that time forth he has 
vanished as completely as if the earth had 
swallowed him. Neither friends nor rela- 
tives have been able to obtain any clew as to 
what has become of him, and the general in- 
ference is that he has been spirited off to 
some remote corner of northern Siberia on

SALE OF MONON CLO 


STOCK TAKEN BY PURCHASERS AT 
MARKET RATE, 


Louisville and Nashville and the South- 
ern Railway to Hold Control Joint- 
ly — Financing Will Be on Same 
Lines as Plan Used in Burlington 
Deal—J. P. Morgan and J. W. Gates 
Chiefly Interested in Affair—News 
Causes No Surprise in Chicago. 


New York, May 15.—[Special.]—While of- 
ficial statements regarding the terms of the 
sale of the Chicago, Indianapolis and Louis- 
ville, commonly known as the ‘‘ Monon,” 
to the Louisville and Nashville and Southern 
railways jointly could not be obtained today, 
it was learned on the best authority that 
about 77 to 78 will be paid for the common 
stock and 87 or 88 for the preferred. 

These figures are nearly those of the open 
market, the preferred stock having closed 
today at 88, although at one time during the 
day it reached 90. It was reported that this 
rise was due to the manipulation by John 
W. Gates. One of the financiers chiefly in- 
terested the transaction said, when this 
action of Mr. Gates was brought to his at- 
tention, that it made mo difference. 

It is understood that the control of the 
road, which was known to have been held 
by J. P. Morgan & Co. as late as 1900, h 
since then reverted to General Samuel 
Thomas and his associates, although the Mor- 
gan interests in the system have continued 
large. 

The acquisition of the road will be financed 
in a similar manner as that of the Burling- 
ton system by the Great Northern and the 
Northern Pacific. The stock will be paid 
for partiy in cash and partly in bonds, and 
the expense will be incurred jointly by the 
Louisville and Nashville and the Southern 
railways. 

The purchase on the terms mentioned has 
been approved, it is understood, by the 
Boards of Directors of the two purchasing 
companies. An official announcement re- 
garding the matter may be expected tomor- 
row. 


No surprise was caused in railroad circles 
here by the report from New York that the 
Southern railway and the Louisville and 
Nashville had obtained control of the Mo- 
non. It has been knosvn for some time and 
has been so stated in THE TRIBUNE at vari- 
ous times, that J. P. Morgan controlled both 
the Southern and Louisville and Nashville 
railroads, and that with the stock secured 
‘by J. W. Gates two weeks ago he also con- 
trolled the Monon. There is no consolida- 
tion at this time contemplated. 

Both the Southern and the Louisville and 
Nashville will use the Monon as their prin- 
cipal connection from the Ohio River to Chi- 
cago, and consequently a consolidation is 
out of all question, unless the Southern and 
Louisville and Nashville should be consol- 
idated, which is not at all probable. 

It is still believed that it is Morgan’s ob- 
ject to obtain control of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois. He is not willing to pay 
the price at which the Eastern IlNnois stock 
is held by H. H. Porter, and by forcing the 
business of the Southern roads over the 
Monon he undoubtedly expects to get Mr. 
Porter to sell his stock at a more reasonable 
figure. In the event of Morgan getting the 
Eastern Illinois it is quite probable that the 
latter will become a part of the Louisville 
and Nashville system, and the Monon will 
be merged with the Southern railway.

ANOTHER ACCIDENT IN WARREN 
SPRINGER BUILDING. 


Joseph Brown Seriously Injured by 
Drop of Freight Conveyor While 
Machinery Is Being Unloaded— 
Brakes Fail to Work—Second Mis- 
hap Within Little Over a Year in 
game Place, When Five Persons

The freight elevator at 170 Clinton street, 
one of Warren Springer's buildings, fell 
about noon yesterday while loaded with ma- 
chinery and seriously hurt Joseph Brown, 


a teamster for the Anderson Teaming com- 


pany. Brown was taken in an ambulance 
to his home, 3113 Princeton avenue. It is not 
thought that he is fatally injured. He was 
struck twice on the back and shoulders, once 
by the elevator and once by a piece of iron 
that rolled upon him off the top of the ma- 
chinery that was in the elevator. 

This is the second accident on the same 
elevator within little over a year, though 
tenants of the building say that it is always 
causing trouble and that it is often over- 
A year 
ago last January it fell and five persons were 
hurt. It was but two weeks ago that the 
last of the damage claims was paid by Mr. 
Springer. 

The accident of yesterday occurred while 
a large piece of machinery was being low- 
ered to the ground floor. It is stated that 
the brake slipped. The car fell about seven 
feet. It was running again as usual in a 
short time. When Mr. Springer’s attention 
was called to the accident he said: 

“There wasn't any accident, and there 
wasn't any one hurt.“ 

But the elevator fell and one man was 
carried home in an ambulance.“ 

„Well, I'll tell you how it was. The man 
was more scared than hurt, and the am- 
bulance was a matter of mere courtesy. 
That elevator is all right. I have done every- 
thing to make it safe that the inspectors 
have asked me to do. This is the first acci. 
dent of this kind.” 

How about the one a year ago, when five 
persons were hurt?“ 

O, yes; I believe there was a little trou- 
ble at that time. But it didn’t amount to 
much. The claims were only about $50 
apiece, and they have all been paid.“ 

“They say you would rather pay claims 
than keep your elevators in proper shape.“ 

Do they? Well, that’s good. But it’s all

NEW COMMITTEE 
10 RUN CAMPAIGN 


Chairman Hopkins Will Pro- 
pose Change at Democratic 
State Convention. 


WILL RESIGN HIS PLACE. 


Voters’ League Issues Black List 
of Legislators—Calls for 
Their Defeat. 


Chairman John P. Hopkins of the Dem- 
ocratic State committee announced yester- 
day he would propose a radical change in 
party management at the next State con- 
vention. As the interests of Mr. Hopkins 
and his friends are the only ones hurt by 
the change there is no doubt it will be made. 

The plan is to have the State committee, 
which is elected at the State convention, 
take immediate charge and run the cam- 
paign. The rule among the Democrats has 
been to have the old committee do this 
work and the new one did not take hold 
until after the election. This would leave 
the conduct of the coming campaign to 
the committee of which Hopkins is chair- 
man, but his proposal is that the new com- 
mittee organize at once after the conven- 
tion and do the work. 


Same Plan for the County. 

The Democratic County committee already 
has practically done the thing proposed 
for the State committee by the passage of 
the resolution providing for the election of 
an entirely new committee at the coming 
convention. This will call for the. election 
of a new chairman and secretary of the 
County committee, and it is then the oppo- 
nents of Burke hope to retire him from the 
secretaryship. 

This plan of having the campaign con- 
ducted by a holdover committee elected at 
a convention held two years previously, and 
which may not be in sympathy with either 
the candidates or platform, is all wrong,” 
said Mr. Hopkins, and I propose to make 
the motion in the State convention to change 
It.

AIDS HOME FOR,AGED PERSONS. 


South Side Man Gives $10,000 Toward 
Lifting Debt Under Condition That 
$5,000 More Be Raised.

The Rt. Rev. C. P. Anderson, D. D., Bishop 
Coadjutor of the Episcopal Diocese of Chi- 
cago, announced yesterday that a man living 
on the South Side had offered $10,000 in cash 
‘toward the debt on the Home for Aged Per- 
sons, provided the remainder of the obliga- 
tion is raised.

LABOR BUREAU MAN IS FINED. 


Penalty of $50 Imposed on M. Mat- 
thews for Conducting Employment 
Agency Without License. 


It is unlawful to operate an employment 
agency without a license, according to Judge 
Dunne. The case against M. Matthews, 
charged with conducting employment agen- 
cies without a license at 132 and 147 North 
Clark street, came up before Judge Dunne 
on a motion to quash the indictments on 
the ground that the law prohibiting unli- 
censed agencies was unconstitutional. The 
Supreme Court already has ruled that the 
law is within the constitution. Judge Dunne 
found Matthews guilty and imposed a fine 
of $50 and costs. Execution was staid in 
order to give the lawyers for the defense a 
chance to appeal the case. Upon the ident- 
ical point involved in the Matthews case 
hinges nearly eighty indictments against the 
keepers of emplyoment agencies. 


FINDS MINE SWINDLERS GUILTY 


Jury Convicts Notorious Charles M. 
Fegenbush and Henry Du Bois of 
Defrauding a Woman. ’ 


Charles M. Fegenbush and Henry Du Bois, 
charged with swindling Mrs. Laura Fixen, 
429 La Salle avenue, out of $3,000, were found 
guilty by a jury in Judge Baker's court yes- 
terday, and will be sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary. They represented to Mrs. Fixen 
that the owner of 60,000 shares of mining 
stock was ill and anxious to sell out at 5 cents 
on the dollar.

IOWA LIQUOR LAW UPSET. 


NO WAY TO STOP SALE FROM OUT- 
SIDE SOURCES. 


Prohibitory Statute Applicable to Six- 
ty Counties Found to Be in Conflict 
with Interstate Law—State Supreme 
Court Declares It Is Constrained to 
Conform with Ruling of Higher 
Court—May Again Become Political 
Issue. 


Des Moines, Ia., May 15.—[{Special.]—The 
Supreme Court today .rendered an opinion 
which practically nullifies the prohibitory 
law in = sixty counties in which it is in 
force in this State. 

The decision is in the case of Pat Hanaphy 
of Jefferson County. Hanaphy was agent 
of a liquor company located at Dallas City, 
III., known as the Dallas City Transpor- 
tation company, and took orders for the ship- 
ment of liquor to certain persons in this 
State. It was held by the lower court that 
this was a violation of the prohibitory law. 

The se was appealed to the Supreme 
Court, fe: the decision rendered in the case 
today Jopens up the whole question again. 
The members of the Iowa Supreme Court 
are of opinion that the State has a right to 
prohibit the sale of liquors in this manner, 
but the United States Supreme Court held 
that this is a violation of the interstate 
commerce act, which only gives the State 
the right to control the sale of liquor after 
it has been delivered to the consignee who 
is a resident of this State. : 


Comment on Higher Court. 


The decision of the Iowa Supreme Court 
is in a sense a criticism of the action of the 
United States Supreme Court on the inter- 
state commerce act and the Wilson law, the 
following language being used: 

These holdings, it is needless to observe, 
render the power of the State to prohibit the 


and leaves the agents of non-resident deal- 
ers to ply tHeir trade with bootleggers and 
other resident violators of the law without 
effective hindrance, but we have only to de- 
clare the law as we find it. It is proper to 
add that all these cases under the authority 
of which this appeal is disposed of have been 
decided by a divided court. 

“The dissent of Justices Harlan, Gray, 
White, Shiras, and Brown is supported by 
persuasive reasoning and great weight of 
authority, but whatever we may think of the 
comparative merits of the arguments em- 
ployed we are in duty bound to follow the 
authoritative pronouncement of the court 
whose decision upon this and kindred ques- 
tions is final. 

“ Yielding to these precedents, we are con- 
strained to hold that the transaction set out 
in the agreed statement of facts comes with- 
in the definition of interstate commerce, and 
that as such it cannot be made punishable 
under the laws of the State.“ 


Throws Sixty Counties Open. 

This decision practically throws open the 
sixty counties of the State which now have 
prohibition of the sale of liquor through the 
medium of express and other transportation 
companies. An agent may take orders for 
liquors from residents of the localities, and 


quantities in spite of the State law, which can 
only become operative against the consignees 
in case they should atempt o sell this liquor 
to other parties. The decision, of course 
will have litle effect on counties having the 
muict law. It is hard to tell what the result
